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SCOTTISH HOUSING LAYOUT 


oo a publication* appears with a cover as well designed and as attractive 

as this one, the impression forms that there must be something of equal 
interest and quality within. This is the Stationery Office at its best and at a 
standard which might well be emulated. We should like to congratulate our 
Scottish friends on their achievement. 


It is 14 years since the Scottish Housing Advisory Committee’s report ‘Plan- 
ning our New Homes’ was first published. Since this early report over a 
quarter of a million houses have been built. The new edition of Part | which 
is now published deals exclusively with housing layouts. It restates some of 
the original principles, expanding or modifying them in the light of experience 
gained in the interim period, and it deals also with present trends. Although 
much contained in this handbook has been said elsewhere from time to time, 
it is nevertheless valuable to have the various aspects of the problem of layout 
set out in order and in detail. The aim has been to present information on 
ideas which have been put into practice and which are worthy of study, and it is 
interesting to note that the Scottish authorities have found inspiration both 
in this country and in countries abroad. There are many possibilities for lay- 
outs which have not yet been fully explored and which give ample scope for 
local authorities to develop further ideas according to their particular require- 
ments. 


There is no doubt that in all housing and community development, layout 
is of primary importance. This cannot be emphasised too strongly, as no 
housing development, village or new town can be satisfactory unless the various 
parts are placed together in a natural and pleasing relationship. How right, 
therefore, that at the outset of the book emphasis should be placed upon early 
consultation and collaboration to ensure that individual schemes take their 
proper place within a total plan. 

Useful information on densities, community facilities, sunlight and daylight 
is given, and emphasis is properly placed on open spaces and landscaping— 
factors which are so essential yet so often neglected. The difficulty of garaging 
and parking private cars is also discussed, and the suggestions put forward for 
providing accommodation are worth studying in some detail as this is a subject 
which will require more thought than has been given to it hitherto. A useful 
analysis of community facilities in two Scottish areas is given in Appendix C, 
which provides interesting data. 


The illustrations, which are well chosen, have been kept together and are 
separately described in the text in the section entitled ‘Layout Design,’ but this 
arrangement is not easy to follow. There are, however, captions to the photo- 
graphs to augment the written description. Apart from the English and 
foreign examples, there are several from Scotland which clearly demonstrate 
the points which have been made in the text and which show that great care 
and thought have been put into the design of these particular schemes. In 
the conclusion it is said that with forethought, skill and imagination it is possible 
to create developments which are much more than a collection of individual 
dwellings and which will provide the essential ingredients of modern living. 


In compiling the information in this book, it is clear that the authors have 
displayed an openness of mind which shows a generous outlook towards better 
planning; and with the good will of architects, local authorities and others, 
Scotland may well produce further contributions to good development and 
— of which the country will be proud.

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Notes of the Week 


Staff at the AA School 


* FOLLOWING a re-organisation of 

staff duties, the Council of the 
Architectural Association are to make 
three new appointments as Year masters, 
to start in September next. An advertise- 
ment elsewhere in this issue states that 
‘ private practice is encouraged and office 


facilities in the School buildings are 
available.’ 
Behind this announcement lies the 


news that for the last two sessions there 
has been an increase in applications to 
come into the AA school, and that this 
rise in numbers is responsible for the 
Council’s decision that, in addition to 
the Unit masters (for the last five years 
the AA has worked on a unit system, 
each being under a master having about 
15 students) there must be staff who 
would spend more time in the AA but 
who would also be able to carry on a 
limited practice from the School. 


*K * 


THIS INJECTION of practising architects 
into the teaching staff can do nothing but 
good. The McMorran report on archi- 
tectural education showed that while a 
considerable percentage of all teaching 
staff at Recognised schools were not in 
practice, a large number had never prac- 
tised at all. Whether this fact has any 
connection with the complaint not seldom 
heard of the practical incompetence of so 
many school-trained architects is some- 
thing which need not be insisted upon, 
but it is interesting *o know that the 
Cape School of Architecture (which has 
deservedly won a high reputation for the 
efficiency of its graduates) has for some 
years now made a condition of appoint- 
ment that every member of the teaching 
staff must also engage in private practice, 
and such staff are encouraged to make 
their buildings the subject of practical 


demonstration and training. 

No doubt there must be difficulties for 
the teaching staff themselves, as well as 
for the Principal, in running in double 
harness but, given good organisation and 
some elasticity of timetable, they can be 
overcome. The value to the students of 
this link with practical things must be 
enormous, in making possible the aim, 
as one well-known Professor of Archi- 
tecture has put it, that a student should 
regard himself, from his first term 
onwards, as a professional man. 


Next Stop Moscow 


THROUGHOUT this week the Building 
Centre held a preview of the British con- 
tribution to the Exhibition at the Inter- 
national Union of Architects’ Congress 
to be held in Moscow this year, writes 
Basil Marriott. Its theme is *‘ Construc- 
tion and Reconstruction of Towns, 
1945-57, and the UK section covers post- 
war development in London, Coventry 
and Harlow. These are neatly and 
compactly presented—that is to say, with 
commendable minimum of text and 
absence of propaganda. 

It will be interesting to know how the 
choice and its visual expression strikes 
the other participants. To us they are 
becoming increasingly familiar, but the 
preview confirmed the uneasy feeling 
that we may be better at patching and 
mending than at creating from scratch. 
This may in some part explain the com- 
parative failure of the New Towns in 
some eyes—though heaven knows new 
Coventry started from considerably 
worse than ‘ scratch, and with little more 
than an unusually potent genius loci as 
grafting-stock. 

The exhibition was opened by HE the 
Ambassador of the Soviet Union. Mr. 
Malik started his speech crisply and 
affably with what one hoped to hear 
that political differences did not rule out 
common interests or peaceful competi- 
tion: that summit talks might be arranged 
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as easily as IUA Congresses; and that 
construction was better than destruction. 
But the King Charles’ War-head of 
nuclear weapons soon rose into orbit, and 
one momentarily feared we were in for 
the familiar west-wigging. This, how- 
ever, slipped by on polished phrases, and 
did not lessen our real admiration for the 
numerical near-incredible which Russia 
has evidently achieved in housing. 


The Outlook for Building 


THE OUTLOOK for building in 1958 is 
of lower output in the private sector and 
in local authority housing, according to 
the Economic Survey, 1958, published on 
April 1 (Stationery Office, 3s.). The 
Survey adds that output by the rest of 
the public sector should remain high, but 
there would be greater emphasis on large 
projects at the expense of small ones. 

For the first time since the cuts in 
investments in 1950-51 the output of the 
industry ceased to rise in 1957, but 
because of increased costs the value of 
the work done was slightly higher than 
that for 1956. Building costs at the end 
of the year were nearly 4 per cent. higher 
than at the beginning. The price of 
building materials inereased by 2 per 
cent., but that included rises of 5 per 
cent. or more for many materials, offset 
by the falls in the price of items made 
from non-ferrous metals. 

At the end of the year the total number 
of men employed in the industry was 
26,000 lower than at the end of the pre 
vious year. The total value of housing 


done for local authorities was 5 pe! 
cent. below that of 1956. 
Other activities in 1957 were: about 


126,000 houses started and completed fo 
private owners; demand for new offices 
shops, etc., remained at a high level, wit! 
some increase in work; and total pre 
grammes for local authorities continue 
to rise.

SIR, May I make two points about 

speculative housebuilding that appear 
to me to be more relevant than any 
others. The first is that in spite of all 
the talk about its poor architectural 
quality and the need for architects to co- 
operate in it, very little seems to happen. 
Why is this? Obviously because the 
“spec” builder generally cares nothing 
about architecturai quality so long as he 
can find a ready sale for his product. He 
is not going to pay an architect’s fees 
when a tame draughtsman is all he needs 
to draw up plans good enough to get by 
the planning authority. 

Yet a few firms of speculative builders 
have found it to their advantage to 
employ architects. If the ‘ Design Pays’ 
symposium at the RIBA next month is to 
produce any useful result there will have 
to be some frank revelations about the 
financial side of this business. It would 
surprise me to find that architectural ser- 
vices do not increase the selling price of 
houses. Builders with experience could 
help a lot by telling how they go to work, 
not only in their dealings with architects 
but in convincing buyers that architec- 
tural design and supervision are worth 
paying for. 

My second point is this: Planning 
authorities frequently reject good contem- 
porary designs by qualified architects 
or insist on modifications to conform 
with their views on what is conventionally 
suitable to a locality. Mr. Denys Lasdun 
said in a recent broadcast that the pre- 
sent method of control in nine cases out 
of 10 debases good design to the level 
of mediocrity. Yet these same planning 
authorities will pass any quantity of 
*spec’ builders’ plans automatically. Is 
it not time that the MoHLG urged such 
authorities to exercise properly the 
powers of control they possess Over 
elevational design under the Town and 
Country Planning Acts? I believe that 
once it was made clear that shoddy 
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‘spec’ builders’ designs would not be 
approved we should see an improvement 
in quality. 

But better elevations are not enough; 
we want the best we can get in estate 
planning as well as in house design, and 
this can be obtained only by the employ- 
ment of competent architects and town 
planners. | hope that someone will 
tackle this cost problem realistically at 
the forthcoming conference, otherwise it 
might just as well not be held.

Graham asks how to persuade 
‘spec’ builders to alter their designs and 
methods. 

As an architectural designer and mem- 
ber of the Modular Society, 1 suggest we 
co-operate with the builder in producing 
a systematised construction for housing 
which will offer both good design and 
low cost. Modulated proportions and 
interchange of related materials will con- 
trol design and varying tastes, whilst 
simplification of planning and building 
components will make possible great 
economies in manufacture and setting 
out on site leading eventually to lower 
costs. 

A programme of technological research 
in house design involving the building 
of prototypes and study of performance 
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and durability requires the support of 


manufacturers’ associations, builders, 
architects, and most important, the 
Ministry of Housing and _ Local 
Government. 


What the house building industry needs 
is a boost similar to that provided by the 
Ministry of Education, who actually 
erect experimental schools and issue a 
series of Building Bulletins. 

The forthcoming Symposium on 
private enterprise housing at the RIBA 
in May is a wonderful opportunity to 
stimulate action to improve domestic 
design.

at the recent annual meeting with elected 
representatives, referred to the forth- 
coming visit to Crawley of HM The Queen 
and Prince Philip, when Her Majesty will 
drive through the Industrial Area, the Town 
Centre and most of the neighbourhoods 
before being the guest of the Corporation 
at a luncheon. Following are extracts 
from Sir Thomas’s subsequent remarks: 
Capital expenditure. The capital ex- 
penditure on building and civil engineering 
works has already reached a total of £43m., 
of which £27}m. has been incurred by the 
Corporation and the remainder by other 
authorities, industries, house purchase, etc. 


Output and efficiency. There is no doubt 
that the performance of the builders, civil 
engineering contractors, foremen, crafts- 
men and labourers has reached a very high 
level. The average man-year output in 1957 
in civil engineering was approximately 
£3,200, and in building £2,400—both these 
figures are far above the national average. 

Private architects. The Corporation have 
encouraged industrial firms, retail traders, 
churches and other organisations to use 
their own architects as far as possible, and 
they have themselves retained the services 
of a number of private firms, hoping 
thereby to secure the maximum of variety 
within the general pattern. Ninety-one 
firms of architects have been so employed. 

Land acquisition. During the year, 570 
acres of land were acquired or are being 
acquired, making the total area purchased 
by the Corporation 3,830 acres, but an 
appreciable portion of spare land is still 
without a development plan. The Corpora- 
tion have, therefore, appointed Mr. 
Anthony Minoprio, their original planning 
consultant, to prepare a plan which will 
enable the Corporation to put before the 
County, the UDC and the Ministry, 
recommendations for the best way of 
developing the remainder of the designated 
area. 

Industrial land and factories. The total 
developed industrial area is 282 acres, with 
a further 100 acres in reserve. There are 64 
factories at present in production. 

Gatwick Airport. The airport, which is 
to be opened by the Queen on June 9, is 
expected to provide a major source of 
employment—ultimately about 2,500—for 
Crawley. 

Town Centre. 217 shops, new and old, 
are now to be found in the Town Centre. 
Other buildings in progress or provided for 
include a telephone exchange, technical 
college, bus and railways stations, a 
cinema, dance hall, Crown Office building, 
post office, health clinic and ambulance 
station. Spaces are planned for the parking 
of 2,000 cars with a reserve area for a 
further 500. Queen’s-square has been 
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treated as an amenity and has been 
enriched, at a cost of £16,500, by the 
addition of bandstand, fountain, kiosk, 
floral decoration, landscaping, seats, etc. 

By March 29 
last the Corporation had sold or negotiated 
the sale of 141 acres of land on which

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HIS new police headquarters accommo- 
dates a force with an establishment of 
500 personnel together with a divisional 
station serving the central area of Coventry. 
The headquarters is designed with the 
following accommodation; an adminis- 
tration building, linked with a parade room 
and cell block, traffic and CID block, and 
social wing containing assembly hall, 
canteen, kitchen, social club, residential 
quarters for single policemen, and a 
maisonette for a resident engineer-care- 
taker and family. 

The site was chosen to give easy access 
to and from the proposed new inner ring 
road. It was mainly a derelict bomb 
site with no natural landscaping. There 
were a few cellars on the site but the actual 
ground was clay leading to sandstone at 
approximately 5 ft. below ground level. 

The plan is based round an internal 
parade square with a main four-storey 
administration block on the north side 
incorporating a divisional police station 
with a separate entrance to a parade room 
and cell block. Below this block is a 
basement running full length with the 
heating chamber at one end. Leading 
off the main entrance hall at right-angles 
to the administration block is a two-storey 
traffic and CID wing forming the west side 
of the square. 


Exit for police vehicles is 
provided through this block. On _ the 
south side of the square is the social and 
residential wing with an assembly hall 
seating 600 persons. Adjacent to this is the 
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Police Headquarters, Coventry 


Detail of the junction of the western

600 persons. Adjacent to this is the canteen seating 150 
with kitchen and servery which also caters for an officers’ 
mess and residents’ dining-room. On the first floor is the 
social club complete with bar, billiards tables, etc. Adjoin- 
ing the club is a lounge and library to be used by personnel 
off duty and by residents. Accommodation is provided 
adjoining for 16 resident single policemen who have their 
own dining room and usual offices. Incorporated in this 
block is a three-bedroom maisonette for a caretaker and 
his family. The whole social and residential wing has 
been placed in such a position that it can be entirely cut 
off from any of the normal day to day running of a 
police headquarters, and the assembly hall is also self- 
contained so that it may be let for functions other than 
police use. 

On the east boundary of the square are the vehicle 


maintenance workshops, oil fuel stores and lost and found. 


property stores. Access is also provided for police 
vehicles on this side of the square and will eventually be 
used only as inlet from the inner ring road. 

Structure: Constructional work for the basement below 
the main administration block was the subject of a separ- 
ate contract. The ceiling height is 8 ft., terminating at 
one end with a boilerhouse 12 ft. in height. Light sand- 
stone was encountered at a depth of 6 ft. below ground. 
The roof of the basement is 2 ft. thick reinforced concrete 
slab supported on 12 in. reinforced concrete walls. Sup- 
port is also provided for the stanchions of the main block.

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The whole of the basement is asphalt tanked and is used 
for storage. Normal concrete foundations are used for 
all other blocks at an approximate depth of 4 ft. 6 in. 
below ground-floor level. 4 ft. sq. by 2 ft. deep stanchion 
bases are provided for the assembly hall and canteen. 

Structural steel frame to the main block was on a 
column grid of 18 ft. with spans of 30 ft. A box frame of 
30 ft. span and a grid of 16 ft. was used for the two-storey 
canteen and club room, whilst stanchions at 16 ft. centres 
and a span of 60 ft. support steel trusses over the assembly 
hall. 

Brickwork generally is 23 in. golden buff facings with 
raked out joints. Facing panels to the administration 
block are of Travertine marble slabs, fixed to the main 
window walling. The concrete columns to the adminis- 
tration block are faced with 14 in. thick Hornton stone. 
Dark green Serpentine marble is used below cill level 
ep. the north elevation of the main block. The south 
wali of the assembly hall is faced with exposed aggregate 
slabs secured to brickwork with heavy galvanised steel 
cramps. 

All pitched roofs are 15 degs., constructed of light steel 
trusses and angle purlins onto which are bolted timber 
bearers to which rafters are fixed. Wood-wool slabs are 
fixed to the rafters and } in. thick hair felt is applied 
before laying the 24 swg. copper roof complete with wood 
rolls at 2 ft. centres. Flat roofs are reinforced concrete 
with foam slag screeded to falls and finished with three 
coats of asphalt.

All floors are of patent hollow clay blocks cast in situ 
with concrete ribs and reinforcement. A solid 9 in. 
reinforced concrete slab is used over the boiler room and 
to the west end of the main block. This slab is used as a 
tie between the steel frame and the brick gable end. 

The greater part of the heating is by means of natural 
convectors in the offices and forced air convectors in the 
circulation spaces, parade room, canteen and assembly 
hall. The source of heat is from two oil-fired boilers in 
the boiler room. The water is circulated by means of 
accelerating pumps. Hot water storage cylinders served 
from a similar boiler in the boiler room supply hot water 
to basins, etc., and also provide heating to the drying 
room. Cold water services from the main storage tank 
in the main block serve all points of the building. Inlet 
and extract ventilation with provision for heating incom- 
ing air is provided in the assembly hall. Ventilation is 
provided over cooking and washing-up areas in the 
kitchen. The cell ventilation operates in groups of four 
cells and has been designed to comply with the Home 
Office specification. 

There is a conduit installation to light and power 
points and telephone system with a floor tray trunking in 
the administration and CID blocks. Emergency lighting 
is provided in the assembly hall. A DC call indicator 
and fire alarm system operates from control panel in the 
station sergeant’s office. A\ll light fittings are of standard 
manufacture equipped with Tungsten lamps. The stage 
in the assembly hall is equipped with lighting up to the 
standard required for fairly ambitious amateur concerts 
and theatricals. A passenger lift is installed in the main 
administration block serving five floors. 

The internal courtyard is of tarmacadam paving with 
various natural stone and blue brick pavings; the external 
areas fronting the main road have been grassed and 
planted. The forecourt to the north elevation of the main 
block is only of a temporary nature until the new Pro- 
cessional Way has been completed.

HIS site of approximately 3} acres was devastated by bomb- 
ing, and largely cleared in 1943. Crescent House, com- 
memorating Bliss Crescent, was built in 1950-51, under the 
direction of the Borough Engineer, C. H. Jennings, MEng, MICE. 
Crescent House provided 40 new flats and was the first in- 
stalment of a comprehensive scheme of 128 flats in four 4-storey 
blocks. Further progress was impossible before the removal of 
the * Princess Sophia’ and the closing of Airy Street. Some 
revision of the plans for the remaining 88 flats was made, and 
one block (Bissextile House) was increased to 5 storeys. Total 
accommodation is 58 three-bedroom, 60 two-bedroom, 8 
one-bedroom flats and 2 bed-sitting room flats. 

In November, 1954, the contract for erection of the 88 flats was 
obtained with a tender for £165,870. By the end of March, 1956, 
the work was finished, including 6 garages and an ample 
provision of sheds, drying grounds and planted areas.

ib hana expansion of London Airport in the years imme- 

diately following the war created an acute housing 
requirement which could not be met in the normal way 
by the local authorities within the area.

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HIS system which has been developed 
by the engineers in conjunction with 
the architect, who is not a member of 
their staff, is an attempt to reduce the cost 
of flat construction. Local authority flats 
now being built are said to be costing often 
well over £2,000. The ‘double three’ 
system, it is claimed, can reduce this to 
£1,800 for a single block and as low as 
£1,725 for four or more blocks. 


These economies are made by the use 
of the Truscon Plate System—reinforced 
concrete without beams—a development 
which is extremely economical in design 
and in construction; by an ingenious 
plan which makes the maximum use for 
living accommodation of the floor area 
available ; by standardisation upon an 
economical method of construction using 
mechanical plant and precasting tech- 
nique all closely controlled by a master 
plan ensuring a very fast construction 
time ; and the closest co-operation from 
the outset between engineers and the 
architect. 


The prices quoted are subject only to 
an extra for heating (costs of which can 
vary widely according to choice of system) 
and assumes normal foundations. 


Planning : The main interest in the 
planning and economy of the scheme lies 
in the development of a six-flat-per-floor 
tower block served by two lifts and one 
staircase. 


Few, if any, tower blocks have been 
built in this country with more than 
four flats per floor and these usually have 
two staircases ; three flats per floor are 
fairly common, but neither the three- nor 
the four-flat floor solutions were regarded 
as wholly satisfactory economically. 


It was regarded as important that the 
basic scheme should have sufficient flexi- 
bility to allow changes in flat accommoda- 
tion with little change in structure or 
planning. The scheme is capable of con- 
siderable variety. Within the basic plan 
there are several combinations possible 
of bed-sitters and one-, two- and three- 
bedroomed flats and the combination may 
be different on any floor. The addition of 
one bay to one or both wings extends the 
range still further. 


The provision of alternative means of 
escape in flats usually implies two staircases. 
In tower blocks this generally leads to the 
unsatisfactory solution of the two stair- 
cases being within a few feet of each other, 
so that in case of fire both may be rendered 
inaccessible simultaneously. The most 
direct solution would seem to be to ensure 
a high standard of protection to a single 
main stair, and the LCC have introduced 
amendments to their regulation allowing 
such a block to be built. 


The principle is that on each floor the 
flats open on to a cruss-ventilated hall. 
The staircase is also directly ventilated 
to the outside but is separated from the 
hall by a lobby formed by two self-closing 
fire-resisting doors as is adopted in the 
proposals. Further means of escape are 
provided by the end balconies.

Wages and Hours Deadlock 


EMPLOYERS’ representatives on the 
building industry’s national joint council 
refused on Tuesday to consider negotiat- 
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ing on a progressive reduction in work- 
ing hours, The rumours had put this 
forward as an alternative to the opera- 
tives’ proposal for an immediate cut of 
four hours in the 44-hour week which 
had already been refused. 

It was agreed to report a dispute to 
the Minister of Labour, after complete 
deadlock had been reached, on both the 
hours cut claim and that for a wage in- 
crease of 8d. an hour, with a view to 
arbitration by the Industrial Disputes 
Tribunal. Fivepence of this was to com- 
pensate for the loss of earnings through 
the proposed shortening of the working 
week and the other threepence was a 
straight-forward pay demand.

GUIDE TO WESTERN ARCHITECTURE. By John 
Gloag. (London: George Allen and 
Unwin.) Price 63s. net. 


OHN GLOAG’S ‘Guide to Western 
Architecture’ is an eminently readable 
book, a book in which his wide scholarship 
illumines and adorns but never heavily 
intrudes. Of the 279 illustrations in the 
text, 161 are from the vigorous pen of Mr. 
Hilton Wright; others are from old prints, 
engravings and early manuscripts. Thirty- 
two plates of carefully selected photographs 
are put together at the end of the book. 
This is an excellent arrangement. The 
artist can select and emphasise, irrelevances 
can be suppressed, and seeing and reading 
go happily together. And then, if we feel 
the need for it, but Mr. Wright's drawings 
are convincing enough, we can turn to the 
photographs for confirmation. Geographic- 
ally, a series of simple maps keeps us in- 
formed of the direction and current of 
events. 





The book is mainly concerned, as the title 
implies, with the history and character of 
the architecture of Western Civilisation, 
from about the sixth century‘to the present 
day. What went before, the systems of 
building and design which laid the material 
foundations of Western architecture, is 
cursively, but sufficiently, described. 
‘Material foundations’ is a term here deliber- 
ately employed as the suggestion may be 
made that the importance and strength of 
the impact of cultural outlook, of the 
intensity of world-view, of the essential and 
particular sense of relationship between man 
and nature, which distinguishes one culture 
from another, and which, all in all accounts 
for wide differences in creation where all 
other relevant conditions could have led to 
the closest similarity, might have been given 
a greater emphasis. 


But perhaps this is to suggest unfairly the 
writing of'a different book; certainly it would 
be less easily read. Mr. Gloag tells his 
story clearly and succinctly, in a refreshing 
style and with singular objectivity and lack 
of bias. The social picture no less than its 
architectural background is kept vividly be- 
fore us. Much of the colour of his narra- 
tive is drawn from sources not generally 
familiar. His occasional excursions into the 
byways of architectural history give a sense 
of completeness to the scene. 


The Modern Movement 


The apparently dual loyalties of the 
romantic period, the impact of the industrial 
revolution, the eclecticism and revivalism of 
the nineteenth century, the initial and gener- 
ally misunderstood or misdirected attempts 
to recapture the mainsprings of tradition, 
are fully and faithfully recorded. Objective 
as this account remains, there is a subtle 
inference in these later pages that we are 
coming to something which is not only to 
be reviewed but to be justified as well. 


It is, of course, ‘the Modern Movement,’ 
the new Western architecture ‘now travelling 


round the modern world, everywhere chal- 
lenging, replacing, absorbing or giving fresh 
life to national traditions of building.’ But 
perhaps the author was assailed by some 
unconscious doubt when he _ wrote, 
‘Materials and techniques condition design; 
only unimaginative designers permit them 
to control it.” Is that the trouble, then? 
But his closing words strike a prophetic note 
for the Brave New World, we ‘are at the 
beginning of what may well be mankind's 
greatest adventure in building.’ Building, 
perhaps. Architecture, 1 wonder.

. BUILDERS’ Homes for Better Living,’ 

by the two American architects and 
site-planners, A. Quincy Jones and Frederick 
E. Emmons, is attractively produced. Every 
left-hand page is given over to excellent 
illustrations—both drawings and photo- 
graphs; every right-hand page carries the 
letterpress and some sketches in the text. 
This makes reference from one to the other 
a straightforward business. The authors say 
what they have to say in a series of short 
aphoristic paragraphs and what they say is, 
nearly always, directly to the point. There 
is no need to disentangle the argument, it 
is all disentangled for you. Of course, one 
is not intended to read this book for its 
literary value—it is not that kind of a book 
—one reads it for information and there it 
is, clear, orderly, concise. 

This book revolves round the fact—and 
without it there would be no book—that 
Americans prefer to stand on their own feet 
and to pay for what they-have. To-day, 
more than half of all American families 
own their own homes, the great majority of 
which were purchased from a speculative 
builder. More than 650,000 couples may be 
expected to seek their own homes each 
year. 

But this speculative or merchant builder is 
not the ‘small man’ putting up a few 
houses for sale, cash down. He is, if one 
may so put it, a large and highly efficient 
organisation. He sells considerably more 
than a house. His product includes land, 
streets, utilities, landscaping, appliances, 
and a mortgage loan, as well as the neces- 
sary technical and professional services. 
Mass production methods of construction, 
pre-planning and large volume material 
buying, can produce increasing ratios of 
saving as the number of houses increases. 
Engineering and architectural fees, and the 
cost of technical research, can be amortized 
over a great number of houses. 


All this is done on a profit basis. What is 
good for the buyer is good for the builder. 
If the prospective home-owner wants a 
higher standard it pays the builder to see 
that he gets it. 

Efficient and economic lay-out of the site 
is the first consideration and great signifi- 
cance is attached to landscaping and the 
planting of trees—tall trees for wind baffles, 
medium trees for shade, shrubs for screens. 
One of the most interesting plans in the book 
shows an_ extensive lay-out of houses 
orientated for the sun with, at a different 
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angle, a superimposed pattern of trees 
orientated for the wind. This kind of contra- 
puntal planning, as it might be called, 
suggests many possibilities for breaking the 
monotony of unavoidably repeated units. 

The house-units themselves are mostly of 
the single-floor kind and their plans are 
fully analysed in the light of modern—and 
American—requirements. An _ important 
point in securing full value from the site is 
the complete, or partial, integration of the 
house and its surroundings. The outside 
becomes an extension of the inside, a series, 
as it were, of inter-related inside and outside 
rooms. Garages, with easy access, are an 
essential part of every house design. 

There is a chapter en finance but costs 
can bear no relation to those obtaining here. 
With the high degree of mechanisation 
which these houses contain they must be 
relatively expensive. Construction appears 
to be on the light side, perhaps because it 
is largely exposed, and for that reason up- 
keep must be an appreciable item, but it 
is doubtful whether it is in fact lighter than 
that currently employed in this country 
where construction is commonly concealed 
and solidity is apparent rather than real. 

The illustrations in this book, one may 
reasonably assume, are carefully selected. It 
would be rash to imagin: that all American 
Builders’ Homes look like this and, in point 
of fact, they definitely do not. But this 
book shows what can be achieved when, on 
the one hand, a high standard of amenity 
and convenience is demanded by a suffi- 
ciently large number of people, and when, 
on the other, efficient and comprehensive 
organisations are able to supply it. . 

After this the ‘ Book of Plans,’ of the Ideal 
Home magazine, seems to be rather a pedes- 
trian affair. It is not on the difference in 
kind—we should expect that, with the 
difference in climate, social habit and ex- 
pendable income—but on the difference in 
quality that the comparison rests. Admir- 
able as some of these plans are, the designs 
as a whole seem hesitant in choice—too con- 
ventional to enjoy the full advantages of 
the unconventional, too. unconventional to 
achieve the merits of the tried and known. 

But, after all, this is probably just what 
most of us want, to make haste slowly on 
a middle road. There is an_ excellent 
chapter on kitchen fittings, and the advertise- 
ments are useful and informative.

THe Law RELATING TO BUILDING AND 
ENGINEERING CONTRACTS. By the late 
W. T. Creswell, KC. Sixth Edition by 
D. R. Perrey, BA, Solicitor. (London: 
Pitman & Sons.) Price 30s. 


Tr is a pleasure to welcome a new edition 

of this well-known standard work. In 
a foreword to the first edition, published in 
1921, the late Alexander Macmorran, KC, 
wrote: ‘It purports to convey in popular, 
though not for that reason in loose or in- 
accurate, language, the principles of the law 
relating to building contracts which should 
be in the mind of the contractor in regard 
to the making of his contract, its interpreta- 
tion and enforcement.’ 

Therein, perhaps, lies the clue to the 
popularity of this book down the years. It 
is a very readable book and for that reason 
is eminently suitable for the general con- 
tractor and for the student of building law. 
Moreover, it now ranks with Keating (1955) 
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HORSHAM BRANCH LIBRARY.—This building has newly been completed to the 
designs of the West Sussex County Architect, Mr. F. R. Steele, FRIBA, DistTP.

as one of the only two up-to-date standard 
works on this subject, there having been no 
new edition of the other standard works for 
far too long. 


Since the last edition appeared in 1952, 
the courts have had occasion to decide a 
number of important cases on building con- 
tracts. The editor of the new edition has in- 
cluded most of these, and he has wisely con- 
tinued the policy of his predecessors in not 
excluding important cases merely because 
they have not been reported in the official 
law reports. Mr. Perrey has, for instance, 
included Rogers Bros. v. East Suffolk CC 

-an illuminating case on the right of a con- 
tractor to claim the additional cost of com- 
pleting the work following the bankruptcy 
of a nominated sub-contractor. He has not, 
however, included such useful ‘ unreported’ 
cases as Kirk v. Croydon Corporation and 
Buckinghamshire CC v. Y. J. Lovell & Son. 


Mr. Perrey has dealt adequately with the 
changes since 1952 in the statute law affect- 
ing building contracts, and he has included 
the latest RIBA Standard Forms and Scales 
of Fees. On the whole, therefore, Mr. 
Perrey has done well in what must be the 
principal task of an editor of an established 
text-book—namely, to bring it up to date by 
including the changes in the law which have 
occurred since the previous edition. 

It is perhaps open to debate as to how far 
an editor should attempt to do more. 
Should he in fact try to improve upon his 
predecessors’ work? Some editors may well 
fee] that this is no part of their duty, and 
in his preface Mr. Perrey explains that in 
revising the text he has avoided ‘all un- 
necessary changes.’ But respect for one’s 
predecessors can be carried too far, and 
there are some directions in which even this 
book could be improved. For instance, the 
present reviewer had hoped to see a fuller 


treatment of the important subject of the 
assignment of contract moneys. 

These, however, are minor criticisms. 
Creswell’s remains a_ first-class book and 
every. building contractor and architect 
should have a copy of this new edition.

MATERIALS OF CIVIL ENGINEERING. By 
J. P. M. Pannell. Illustrated. (London: 


Hutchinson.) Price 30s. 


puis convenient and well-written volume 
will be as useful to those connected 
with building as to civil engineers. It is 
planned as a guide to the relevant British 
Standard Specifications. Special attention 
is given to practical matters, e.g., the avail- 
ability of the various materials from time to 
time and by locality, and to the availability 
of craftsmen to handle them. On the other 
hand, the aesthetic merits of materials are 
not ignored, and the author notes that 
famous engineers of the past—Smeaton, Tel- 
ford and Brunel—‘took great pains to 
ensure’ that their structures were in har- 
mony with the surrounding landscape. 

The chapter on ‘Soils’ is interesting, and 
introduces the reader to several instruments 
which may be new to him: the oedometer, 
for consolidation tests; the elutriator, for 
separating small particle sizes; the per- 
meameter for measuring permeability; and 
various other modern scientific tests. Then 
follow two pages about bricks, and a chap- 
ter on rocks in which new methods of test- 
ing by measuring electrical resistance are 
described. Three chapters are devoted to 
timber, describing its growth, structure, 
strength, defects, preservation, and market- 
ing. 

The mining and treatment of iron, the 
manufacture and use of steel, are well 
treated; and next comes a more novel chap- 
ter on aluminium. Chapters on cement and 
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concrete bring current practice up to date: 
and the final chapter deals with ‘ products of 
the industrial chemist,’ ie., paint, rubber. 
plastics, bitumen, and asphalt. The book js 
well illustrated and contains a bibliography.

taking a ‘wait and see’ attitude. This alone 
may produce a slackening of output in 
1959, though the effect would no doubt be 
short-lived if the economy were expanding 
again. 

But suppose that economic problems 
multiply, under the influence of an 
American slump: one would then expect 
that industry and trade, having recently 
built so much, would for a period build 
very little. Parts of the public pro- 
gramme, for instance in the fuel and power 
industries, might also be subject to review 
and delay. The forces sustaining building 
output would come from ‘social’ building, 
for instance hospitals, and from the long- 
term parts of the public programme which 
are not closely linked to current national 
output, e.g., roads. 

Under such circumstances, would the 
Government be able to prevent the waste of 
the industry’s resources in unemployment ? 
The private house builder could be tempted 
by ‘easy money’—provided easy money is 
considered a safe economic policy for the 
nation as a whole. Industry and trade 
will be difficult to tempt at a time when 
business men will not know what future 
demand they should plan for. The main 
burden of sustaining the industry would 
rest on the public authorities—we have 
already noted their increased importance 
in sustaining output in 1958. But are the 
files of public authorities full of schemes 
which could be brought forward quickly 
at a time of slackness ? Is the land 
obtained, and are the planning problems 
overcome and the plans drawn up? | 
doubt it. 

The industry has no good ground for 
complaint at a moderate slackening of 
demand; it may be a healthy readjustment. 
The industry cannot be expected to be 
exempted from the consequences of world 
fluctuations. But it can reasonably hope 
that Governments will not make the 
fluctuations worse. The present danger is 
that the policies of 1957, adopted to ease 
the difficulties of 1958, will in this industry 
succeed only in multiplying those of 1959.

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BETTER HOUSING 
LAYOUT 


Official Advice to Scottish 
Local Authorities 


BETTER housing layout can often save 

money while putting an end to 
dreary ‘subtopian’ housing schemes. 
This is the central theme of ‘ Housing 
Layout’ (HMSO, price 6s.), a completely 
new edition of Part I of the Scottish 
Housing Handbook just published by the 
Department of Health for Scotland. 
Copies have been sent to all local authori- 
ties in Scotland with a covering circular 
stating that ‘ the Secretary of State hopes 
that it will be useful as a guide, and that 
it will also encourage a fresh approach 
leading to greater efficiency and to im- 
proved standards of convenience and 
appearance.’ 

For speedy and economic building it is 
vital, says the handbook, to plan 
thoroughly in advance, and to consult 
everyone concerned. To give in to the 
temptation to start building before all the 
planning has been fully carried out may 
well cause delays or unnecessary expense. 

‘This new approach implies a radical 
departure from. that sometimes followed, 
for example, where the site is designed and 
laid out with roads and services as an in- 
dependent operation, and the siting of 
houses of independent design takes place 
thereafter within this pre-determined frame- 
work. This practice often results in exces- 
sive expenditure on roads, under-building 
and house connections, and in uninspiring 
and costly housing development.’ 

Again it may not be obvious that a 
change of policy in one department of the 
local authority may affect another. For 
example, new methods of refuse collection 
may make possible a different and perhaps 
simpler layout of roads, and access to 
houses. Close consultation with all depart- 
ments is therefore necessary. 

A first point in designing a modern lay- 
eut is to provide a greater range of houses 
suitable to all types of household. In the 
early post-war years emphasis was placed 
on building houses for the average family 
with children. But analysis of the 1951 
Census shows that in Scotland over 50 per 
cent. of households do not have young 
children in them. It is therefore vital to 
provide a good proportion of houses to 
meet their needs. This will, at the same 
time, provide a better balance of popula- 
tion in a housing scheme. 

Checking Sprawl 

A section in the handbook is devoted to 
the design of layouts which conserve good 
agricultural land and check outward ex- 
pansion. Normally in housing a cross sec- 
tion of the population in appropriate types 
of house, the maximum net density that can 
be obtained, the handbook says, is about 
34 houses per acre. Above this density 
more families with children would have to 
be put into the lower-storeys of multi- 
storey blocks. 

In all large housing schemes, the hand- 
book adds, there must be sufficient open 
spaces and community facilities, like shops, 
must go up in step with house building. 
Commenting on the problem imposed by 


increasing car ownership, the handbook 
stresses the need to provide adequate park- 
ing spaces and, in the lower density 
schemes, to allow for at least one garage 
for every eight houses. 

For the first time in a publication of this 
kind by the Department, minimum stan- 
dards for sunlight and daylight are given. 
The handbook claims that while the need 
for adequate daylight is generally accepted, 
the need for ensuring adequate sunlight is 
not so well recognised. Sunlight not only 
makes rooms more attractive to live in, but 
also creates additional warmth. For ex- 
ample, a person who spends many hours 
each day in a north-facing room knows how 
much colder that room is, both in summer 
and winter, than is a south-facing room 
with the same domestic heating. 

The amount of sunshine to be considered 
in this way, the handbook indicates, is quite 
substantial; in Scottish cities the daily 
average of ‘bright sunshine’ taken over 
the whole year is about three hours. At 
least one hour’s sunshine in the living room 
all the year round is the minimum standard 
prescribed for sunlight and the order of 
priority for good standards of daylight is— 
kitchens, living rooms and bedrooms. The 
handbook mentions that the aim should be 
to design for sunlight and daylight from the 
first, and it gives various working methods 
for doing so with detailed illustrations.

Council's Statement on Policy 


AN important statement concerning its 

Press and public relations policy is 
made by the Town Planning Institute in the 
April issue of its official journal, under the 
heading of ‘Planning Matters of National 
Importance.’ 


‘Some members,’ it is stated, ‘have recently 
voiced their belief that the Institute should 
make announcements in the Press, on tele- 
vision and elsewhere, about planning matters 
which have aroused or are likely to provoke 
public interest. 


‘While the Council sympathise with the 
motives which prompt these suggestions, 
they feel that the occasions on which such 
action could be beneficial to the interests 
of planning are rare. The Institute is a 
professional body and one of its most im- 
portant services to the community is to pro- 
vide a pool of trained and experienced 
advisers. There is, of course, nothing to 
prevent any member in his individual 
capacity offering informed comments in 
public discussions, and there have been 
many occasions when the Institute has issued 
statements to appropriate Ministers on such 
things as legislative changes which might 
affect planning. In October, 1954, the 
Council decided that in any matters affect- 
ing the profession as a whole or the objects 
of the Institute, the President be given 
authority to write to the Press in answer 
or otherwise. 


‘The particular case on which the matter 
was recently raised was the future of the 
Nash Terraces in Regent’s Park, and the dis- 
cussion in Council clearly showed that even 
on a matter such as this there could be 
different views within the ‘Council itself. 
Decisions have now been announced by the 
Crown Estate Commissioners indicating that 
a number of Nash Terraces will be preserved 
for effective use for a number of years to 
come. Efforts will also be made to preserve 
all the other terraces designed by John Nash 
or his contemporary, Decimus Burton, if 
this can be achieved without undue capital 
cost. 


‘A provisional assessment of the cost of 
converting Cumberland-terrace alone is in 
the region of £650,000. Probably most 
members ef the Institute will view with 
favour the Commissioners’ proposals and 
regard the cost as well worth while. But 
there may be others with different views. 
The Council considered whether to draw 
attention to the planning merits of the ter- 
races, but decided in this case to take no 
action. 


‘The Institute,’ the statement concludes, ‘is 
neither a propaganda ner a preservation 
society, but many of its members are linked 
to such organisations, and it is believed their 
services are greatly valued. The Institute 
is fulfilling the objects for which it was 
established in 1914 as set out in its Memor- 
andum of Association, and while it will con- 
tinue to foster and enhance the status of 
town planning it has more than once set 
itself against entering the realms of public 
controversy where its members. may, quite 
legitimately, hold widely divergent views.’ 
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EVERYDAY THINGS 
XXV.—False Economy 


By ARTHUR W. KENYON,

WE are now beginning to suffer the 
effects of all the economies which 
have been introduced into our building 
methods since the war. It is catching up 
on us after nearly 20 years and we can 
now begin to see what these economies 
mean to us in maintenance and assess 
whether or not they are worth while. 


I do not believe that economy in 
materials has produced commensurate 
cheapness in building, but it has certainly 
produced poorer quality. Poor building 
affects us in many ways. First and fore- 
most, of course, poor building looks 
poor: not only are the materials poor, but 
the craftsmanship also suffers because it 
is difficult to work with poor materials. 
This in turn is bad for the morale of 
workmen since it induces a spirit of ‘ it 
doesn’t matter "—an attitude which is all 
too prevalent today. 


But the worst feature of all is that up- 
and-coming young men, be they trades- 








men or architects, have often never seen 
good work at all and they have no idea 
what it means. So for heaven’s sake let 
us Cal] a halt to some of these economies, 
whatever it may involve, and let us get 
back to good quality work while there 
are those who know about it and can be 
called upon to teach it. 


I have been trying to think which are 
the trades that have suffered, but I really 
cannot think of one that has not suffered. 


Bricklayer: we are using facing bricks 
that at one time would have been used 
only for commons; the brickyards can- 
not help themselves and we are foolish 
enough to accept them. Carpenter and 
joiner: the coarsest of open-grained 
timber is accepted although we know that 
it is young stuff, that it will twist and 
warp and that it has little strength—and 
in joinery it shrinks beyond imagination. 
Plasterer: we have left out one coat and 
expect to get the same result with two 
coats that we used to get with three. 
Plumber: perhaps this is the one trade 
that may have improved, as copper pipes 
have become cheaper and can be used 
instead of lead or iron and the joints 


need very little skill and are neater. Elec- 
trician: this trade, which should be neat, 
has become untidy, careless and often 
slovenly. ... Need we go on? 


Let us stop the cheese-paring which 
only brings worse evils in its train and 
let us get back to a little good work even 
if there has to be less of it—work that we 
can be proud of and that will give us 
pleasure and satisfaction. Poor materials 
and poor work please nobody but lead to 
dissatisfaction and grumbles, and if we 
are not careful the building trade will 
soon be a trade of grumblers. 


CHEAPER SCHOOL HEATING 
Advantages of Warm Air Circulation 


A SPECIAL supplement to the Ministry 
si of Education’s Building Bulletin 
Number 3 (‘Test With Oil-Fired Warm Air 
System’) just published (HMSO, price nine- 
pence) describes a system of school heating 
which has proved during a year’s trial to be 
about 25 per cent. cheaper to run than oil- 
fired radiator systems referred to in the 
original Bulletin. The test, carried out in 
a primary school in Hatfield, Herts., 
employed warm air circulated by electrically 
driven fans from thermostatically controlled 
cabinet heaters in each classroom. 


The chief reason for the exceptionally 
economical running of the system was its 
‘high degree of intermittency,’ says the 
pamphlet. Though shut off completely 
during out-of-school hours and at week- 
ends, rooms could be warmed up rapidly 
before being re-occupied. Time and temper- 
ature controls ensured that in exceptionally 
cold weather the heating was started earlier 
than usual by an exterior thermostat. 

In addition to heating the sch’ ol, the 
system provided an adequate hot- water 
service, including a supply to each class- 
recom. The system was operated in a 
normal way; no special precautions were 
taken to reduce air changes by restricting 
the opening of doors and windows. 


The trial is said to have established the 
greater economy effected by the alliance of 
properly controlled oil-firing and warm air 
heating. But it does not follow, says the 
pamphlet, that oil should always be used 
in preference to coal. The relative advan- 
tages of these fuels should be carefully 
weighed in areas where coal is exceptionally 
cheap.

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ARCUK PROSECUTION 


Foreman Carpenter Who Signed 
Himselj * Architect’ 


AN absolute discharge was given by 
" Woking (Surrey) magistrates, on 
March 29, to Arthur William Merritt, of 
3 Moore-lane, Woking, a foreman car- 
penter, who was stated to have signed docu- 
ments as ‘architect. He had pleaded 
guilty to unlawfully carrying on business 
under the name, style or title containing the 
word architect. 

Prosecuting on behalf of the Architects’ 
Registration Council, Mr. G. S. ATKINS 
told the court that the Registrar of Woking 
Council had received three applications for 
building permission, signed ‘A. W. Merritt, 
Architect.’ 

Mr. J. R. Fox-ANpREws, defending, said 
people seeking building approval often 
asked builders to draw up plans to avoid 
heavy fees. ‘It js not necessary to have 
the application form signed by an architect,’ 
he said. ‘In each of these cases the plan 
has been drawn up by the defendant, who 
makes no attempt to hold that he is an 
architect.. He had never attempted to 
deceive a client. 

Mr. Fox-Andrews said he was surprised 
that the whole machinery of the law had 
been put into motion in the case. ‘A very 
large hammer is being used to crack an ex- 
tremely small nut,’ he added. A letter to 
Mr. Merritt asking him to cease signing 
himself as * Architect’ would, he was sure, 
have cleared up the matter. Costs of up to 
£4 16s. 2d. were awarded against the 
defendant. ‘

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TOWN PLANNING 
DECISIONS 


Condition Imposed by LCC in 
Granting Planning Permission 
Discharged 


A CONDITION imposed by the London 
“™ County Council in granting permission 
to Messrs. J. & F. Stone, Lighting and 
Radio, Ltd., for the erection of a single- 
storey extension at the rear of the ground- 
floor shop and alterations to the rear eleva- 
tion at No. 116, Kilburn High-road, Hamp- 
stead, NW, was the subject of a recent 
appeal to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

The condition required that an access to 
Quex-mews should be provided at the rear 
of the premises for the purposes of loading 
and unloading, and that no loading or 
unloading of goods should be carried on 
in Kilburn High-road. The reason stated 
by the Council for imposing this condition 
was in order to prevent obstruction in Kil- 
burn High-road, which was a Class I road 
and heavily trafficked. 

No. 116, Kilburn-road, is one of a block 
of four-storey buildings, vith shops on the 
ground floor and non-residential uses above, 
situated on the north-east side of the road 
near its junction with the south-east side of 
Quex-road. The yard at the rear abuts on 
to Quex-mews, a cul-de-sac which is entered 
from Quex-road at a point opposite to 
Kingsgate-road. 

At the inquiry which was held into the 
appeal it was stated on behalf of the 
appellants that Quex-mews was a private 
road over which they had no right of 
access. 

In giving his decision, the Minister says it 
appears to him that the condition appealed 
against requires the company to use land 
which is not under their contro] and which 
was not the subject of the application which 
gave rise to the planning permission, and 
he is advised that in that respect the con- 
dition is ultra vires the Council. Accord- 
ingly, the Minister has decided to allow the 
appeal and he hereby discharges the said 
condition. 


Proposed Construction of Roads 
and Sewers and Erection of 
Houses on Long Ditton Estate 


HE proposed construction of roads and 
sewers and the erection of dwelling- 
houses at the Manor House, Woodstock- 
lane, Long Ditton, planning permission for 
which was refused by the Esher UDC, 
acting on behalf of the Surrey CC, was the 
subject of a recent appeal to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government by 
Osterley Tudor Estates, Ltd. 

The Manor House is a large residence, 
now divided into two units, standing in 
grounds of some 20 acres on the southern 
edge of the built-up area of Long Ditton. 
The grounds are divided into two by a chain 
of lakes, bordered with trees; to the east of 
the lakes is rough pasture land and to the 
west is the house, with its lawns and 


gardens. To the south of the property open 
fields extend to the Kingston by-pass and 
to Claygate and Hinchley Wood beyond. 

On behalf of the appellants it was stated 
that the Manor House had suffered consid- 
erable war damage and was partly unoccu- 


pied. Conversion of the unoccupied part 
would be costly and it would be even more 
costly to maintain the house and grounds 
as a single residence. It was accordingly 
proposed to demolish it, to fill in the lakes, 
and to erect 91 houses over the whole 20 
acres at an average density of 44 houses 
to the acre. It was pointed out that the 
property was included in a_ residential 
area in the Development Plan at a density 
of 18 persons per acre, the northern part 
being programmed for the first five years, 
the eastern part for the 6-20 year period 
and the Manor House and the surrounding 
parkland not programmed. The develop- 
ment would, in their opinion, round off the 
existing built-up area. 

It was stated on the Council’s behalf that 
the Manor House Estate was on the inner 
edge of the Green Belt and formed part of 
an open break between Long Ditton, 
Hinchley Wood and Claygate, where a 
check on the spread of building was essen- 
tial. The Council now took the view that 
the estate, and another property to the west 
known as ‘ Woodstock,’ should be included 
in the Metropolitan Green Belt. 

The Minister observes that although the 
Manor House Estate was included in a 
residential area by the local planning 
authority in their Development Plan, it is 
on the fringe of, and visually forms part of, 
a wedge of open country separating the 
suburban areas of Long Ditton, Hinchley 
Wood and Claygate. He agrees with the 
Council that a strict control is needed over 
the growth of the population of the urban 
district and neighbouring areas, so as to 
restrict the demand for services, the expan- 
sion of which may lead to encroachment on 
the Green Belt. He has, therefore, reached 
the conclusion that the appeal site, which 
forms a very attractive feature in this part 
of Long Ditton, should remain open and 
would be more appropriately incorporated 
into the Metropolitan Green Belt. He has 
accordingly decided to dismiss the appeal. 


Failure of Local Planning Authority 
to Give Decision Within Specified 
Time 


AN appeal by Weyside Builders (Guild- 

ford), Ltd. to the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government against the failure 
of the local planning authority to give 
notice of their decision within the appro- 
priate period specified in Article 5 (8) of the 
Town and Country Planning General 
Development Order, 1950, on an applica- 
tion to erect houses on land in Hogshill- 
lane, Cobham, has been allowed. 

The appeal site, about 43 acres in extent, 
consists of two fields on the south side of 
Hogshill-lane, a narrow street developed 
with high density houses. The site is allo- 
cated for residential purposes in the 
Development Pian and the point at issue 
was the density at which building should 
take place. 

At a public inquiry which was held into 
the appeal it was stated on behalf of the 
appellants that they proposed to build 28 
houses of three different types at densities 
varying from 34 to 1i houses to the acre. 
Those densities, said the appellants. were 
carefully and realistically related to the 
surrounding properties and compared 
favourably with much of the development 
in the area. 
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On behalf of the Surrey OC it was stated 
that the Cobham cartogram area had a 
proposed density of seven persons to the 
acre, at which density only between eight 
and nine houses could be built on the appeal 
site. However, in view of the high density 
of the houses in Hogshill-lane the Council 
were prepared to permit 13 to be erected. 
The third of an acre plots which would 
result would not be out of character with 
neighbouring development, and the demand 
for houses was so great that they would 
still sell despite the bad approach down 
Hogshill-lane and the high density houses 
there. 


Questions of Density 


The Minister notes, in the course of his 
decision, that the cartogram area in which 
the appeal site is situated extends not only 
over the whole of Cobham, but also in- 
cludes a large area of low density housing 
at Fairmile, and he does not consider that 
it should be used as a yardstick for the 
development of these two fields, situated 
close to the high density development of the 
older part of the village. Neither does he 
think that the rapid increase in the popula- 
tion of the urban district is an adequate 
reason for insisting on low density develop- 
ment, irrespective of the character and 
density of neighbouring property. Each 
application must be dealt with on its 
individual merits. In this case, the Minister 
thinks that the density proposed for the 
eastern part of the site is reasonable and 
appropriate, but that to build as many as 
14 houses on the north-western part would 
be excessive. In his view, the north-western 
and southern areas should be developed 
with 18 houses on plots of about an eighth 
of an acre.

Accordingly, the Minister has decided to 
allow the appeal to the extent that he 
grants permission for the erection of 23 
houses on the land, subject to the condition 
that the siting, design and external appear- 
ance of the buildings, and the means of 
access thereto, shall be agreed with the 
local planning authority. 


Proposed Development in 
Metropolitan Green Belt: Council's 
Refusal of Permission Upheld 


N this case, Mr. A. H. Maccoy appealed 
against the refusal of the Sevenoaks 
Rural District Council, acting on behalf of 
the Kent County Council, to grant planning 
permission for the erection of two dwellings 
on land at Somers Lodge, Ide Hill, 
Sundridge, Sevenoaks, Kent. 

At the local inquiry into the appeal 
before Mr. F. H. Carr, ARIBA, AMTPI, an 
Inspector appointed by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, the appel- 
lant was represented by Mr. Howard Sharp, 
FAI, and the local planning authority by 
Mr. B. H. Edwards, Clerk to the Sevenoaks 
RDC. Evidence on behalf of the authority 
was given by Mr. R. J. Hills, ARICS, 
MIMunE, AMTPI, Deputy Engineer and 
Surveyor to the Rural District Council. 

Permission for the proposed development 
had been refused on the grounds that— 


(i) the site is situate in the Metropoli- 
tan Green Belt, in which it is intended 
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that general development shall not nor- 
mally take place unless there are cogent 
reasons for it; and 

(ii) the proposal would constitute an 
undesirable intensification of the existing 
development detrimental to the amenity 
of an area shown in the Development 
Plan as an area of great landscape value. 


The site has a frontage of about 170 feet 


feet through to a narrow spur road at the” 
rear. Until recently the land was part of 
the curtilage of Somers Lodge to the north- 
east. The site is within the small residential 
locality known as Goathurst Common, 
about half a mile east of the village of Ide 
Hill. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that he is in general agreement 
with the Council that if further development 
by infilling, such as that now under appeal, 
is altowed to take place at Goathurst 
Common, this rural locality in an area of 
landscape value would eventually assume a 
suburban character, to the detriment of this 
part of the Metropolitan Green Belt. Such 
an outcome would, in the Minister's view, 
be most undesirable and he has therefore 
decided to dismiss the appeal. 


Residential Development Rejected 
by Minister: Need to Preserve Open 


Country 
N appeal by Watson’s Estates, Ltd., of 
Rotherham, against the refusal of 


Rotherham Corporation to grant planning 
permission for residential development at 
Kimberworth has been rejected by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. The appellants claimed that their 
proposals provided an answer to the town’s 
housing problem, with which the Corpora- 
tion had been unable to deal. They further 
claimed that private house-building in 
Rotherham was exceeding that of the Cor- 
poration and they wished to build another 
250 houses. 

The Minister says he notes that the site 
concerned is on, or very close to, the top 
of a ridge and that houses erected there 
would be visible for a considerable distance. 
He accepts the importance of preserving the 
little remaining open country between parts 
of Rotherham and Sheffield, and, in his 
opinion, houses on the appeal site would be 
unduly prominent and would spoil the 
appearance of the area. Moreover, he is 
satisfied that there is a deficiency of playing 
fields in this part of Rotherham and feels 
that part of the site should accordingly be 
retained for that purpose. 


Radio Company's Saljords 
Development Allowed 


"THE Mullard Radio Valve Co.’s applica- 

tion for planning permission to erect 
research laboratories and ancillary services, 
buildings, workshops and stores on land on 
the south side of Cross Oak-lane, Salfords, 
has been granted by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, following 
an inquiry. The Minister states that while 
he remained of the opinion that normally 
the land along that section of the Brighton 
trunk road between Salfords and Horley 
should be preserved from any new indus- 
trial development he considered that the 
expense of enforcing the complete removal 
of the research establishment from its 


present site at Salfords, or the setting up of 
another research unit elsewhere, could not 
be justified. 

The Minister has decided, therefore, to 
grant the Company permission for the 
development, subject to pedestrian and 
vehicular access from the site to the high- 
way being limited to Cross Oak-lane.

Proposals for Development 


SCHEME for the development of 12 
acres in the middle of Romford is 
being discussed ‘between Essex County 
Council (who are the local planning 
authority), Romford Borough Council and 
the owners of the land. The site, which lies 
within the angle of the two principal shop- 
ping streets, South-street and Market-place, 
and which has a frontage to Western-road, 
a turning off South-street, consists of a 
nursery, a number of back gardens and 
yards and two bowling greens. The County 
Council have suggested, and the owners are 
considering, a concerted scheme whereby the 
land should be developed as a whole. 

Romford has become the busiest shop- 
ping centre in the Essex suburbs of London, 
and the local authorities are concerned to 
relieve congestion of traffic in the main 
streets, to reduce street accidents and to find 
additional sites for commercial develop- 
ment and public buildings without encroach- 
ing on the surrounding residential areas. 

Wishing to secure development that will 
be well designed and a really attractive 
feature of the town centre, they have put 
forward a scheme for an entirely new shop- 
ping street cutting across the boundaries of 
the many plots. This street is intended for 
shoppers on foot only; service roads for 
vehicles, serving the backs of the shops, will 
link a series of car parks. 

The first stage of the scheme and the 
operation that will give access to the site 
is to be a new main traffic road from 
Market-place to Western-road through the 
site of Mercury Gardens. 

A dominating feature will be a high block 


of offices, fronting the new main traffic road 
and bridging over the entrance to the shop- 
ping precinct. A demand for offices is 
expected. The Government and London 
County Council are encouraging the dis- 
persal of offices to the suburbs in order to 
relieve the congestion of daily travel into 
and out of London and congestion in the 
streets of the City and West End. Romford 
is considered to be an excellent position for 
this because it is well placed to tap the 
supply of office workers near to their homes. 
The success of the scheme, states Mr. 
Leslie A. Leaver, the Essex County Plan- 
ning Adviser, depends upon the co-opera- 
tion of the owners, who are discussing the 
means whereby it might be undertaken, but 
the scheme is immediately practicable. This 
is an instance where proposals, made by 
the local authorities to solve problems of 
traffic and of land use, may turn very much 
to the advantage of the affected owners.

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INSTITUTE OF CLERKS 
OF WORKS 
76th Anniversary Dinner 


HE Institute of Clerks of Works of Great 
Britain, Incorporated, held its 76th 
anniversary dinner at the Connaught Rooms, 
Great Queen-street, WC2, on April 12. 
Mr. JOHN BRANDON-JonES, ARIBA, 
AADip., president of the Architectural 
Association, in proposing the toast to the 
Institute, emphasised the importance of the 
work done by clerks of works. As far as 
architects were concerned, they received a 
rough general grounding in the schools they 
attended, but it was left to clerks of works 
to provide finishing school polish. *I have 
been lucky with those I have worked with,’ 
he said. *A really first-class man can make 
a vast difference to the whole spirit of the 
job.’ 
The main quality required for this work 
was tact, and in working with architects 
they required this quality above any other, 
so that the architect was made to under- 
stand what was wanted without taking 
offence. ‘Your Institute, Mr. Brandon- 
Jones went on, ‘is instrumental in keeping 
up the standards and quality of service of 
its members. ‘This service is one of the 
things you are most interested in. Remunera- 
tion should come second, although it should 
be kept at a reasonable level.’ 

In conclusion he said that he had the 
greatest respect at all times for the know- 
ledge in the heads of clerks of works. 

Mr. Ropert Harmer, president of the 
Institute, in responding, gave some interest- 
ing details of work being carried out by 
some of the members. In the past, some 
of the founder members of the Institute 
had been concerned with work on such 
buildings as the Royal Courts of Justice, 
the Law Courts, St. Luke’s, Chelsea, Chis- 
wick Parish Church, Jesus College, Cam- 
bridge, Birmingham Liberal Club, and town 
halls at Westminster, Manchester, East- 
bourne, Rochdale and Leeds. 


Work on Notable Buildings 


‘Right up through the following years,’ 
he continued, ‘our members have been in 
the lead in the supervising of notable build- 
ings. Many have their names _ inscribed 
there for posterity. Today, in this fair city, 
our members are on most of the major 
projects such as Guildhall, Carpenters’ Hall, 
churches, hospitals, banks and office build- 
ings. All the best men are not Londoners, 
however. As in the past, our members 
in the provinces are engaged on the largest 
and most important jobs, such as cathe- 
drals, hospitals, nuclear and other types of 
power stations. In Northern Ireland our 
members are well to the fore in the industrial 
field and in Government service. 

“In other parts of the world,” Mr. Harmer 
went on, ‘such as Africa, the Persian Gulf 
and St. Helena in the South Atlantic, over 
200 are engaged on important projects. 

“We members of the Institute accept the 
challenge of this age, for our background 
is sound. I am not unmindful of the fact 
that we have the good fortune to be work- 
ing under the direction of some of the finest 
architects in the country. Many of us are 
proud of our association with these archi- 
tects under whose direction we labour, and 


we look with pride at the finished edifices, 
for we feel that these symbolise the bond 
that exists between us.’ 


The toast to ‘ The Architects, Surveyors 
and Engineers’ was proposed by Mr. A. L. 
WARREN, MICW, ARSanl, and responded to 
by Mr. E. J. Fisher, DCM, MIStructE, 
District Surveyor of St. Marylebone.

INQUIRY BUREAU 
Price Variations 


IN CONNECTION with this inquiry, ‘A. E. T,’ 
now writes: I am indebted to Mr. A. W. 
Ovenden and others for the letters com- 
menting on my reply to ‘C. H. M.’s’ query 
on price variations (The Builder, January 
31). The intention of the RIBA standard 
form is, of course, that PC prices should 
be dealt with under clause 22. Accordingly, 
the builder should not have inserted prices 
for PC items in the basic list, and the sur- 
veyor should have drawn attention to his 
mistake. 


The mistake, however, was made, and the 
question thus arises as to which prevails— 
the PC item or the basic-list? On further 
reflection, I consider that the mistake should 
be ignored and the matter dealt with in the 
normal way under clause 22. I must apolo- 
gise for any confusion which my previous 
answer may have caused.

Compulsory Purchase Orders 
Refused 


AT a council meeting held recently it was 
stated that the Housing Minister, Mr. Henry 
Brooke, had refused to confirm compulsory 
purchase orders for land in South Lodge- 
avenue and_ Tonstall-road on which 
Mitcham Council proposed to build 20 flats 
for old people at the former and eight cot- 
tages at the latter. 

Mr. Brooke said he did not feel that the 
housing needs of old people in the borough 
were sufficient to justify the use of com- 
pulsory powers to prevent the owners from 
carrying out private development. In addi- 
tion there might be other land available 
for the council’s use later. Land in 
Tonstall-road, Mitcham, is now let as allot- 
ments by the borough council. Notice has 
been given to the holders, and six new 
houses will be built on the site.

LECTURE on‘ The Present Problems 
and Possibilities of Concrete Shells ” 
was given in London recently by PROFESSOR 
E. Torrosa, the eminent Spanish engineer, 
to the Joint Committee on Structural 
Concrete, from which we take the following 
extracts. Professor Torroja said: 

Shells are surface structures of small 
thickness. Consequently their most suit- 
able application is as enveloping forms: 
either to enclose a space, in architecture; 
to protect it against wind, light and heat, 
as in roofs and walls; or to form retaining 
walls—for example, in the case of tanks, 
aqueducts, embankment walls, and so on. 
It therefore follows that a material is 
required that may be extended over 
continuous surfaces, in small thickness. 
There is no doubt that reinforced concrete 
is the most suitable material for this 
purpose. Neither stone nor timber lend 
themselves well; they consist of separate 
units, which make it difficult to join them 
so that their joints are waterproof, and 
strong enough to transmit tensile forces 
from one unit to the next. Plywood, 
jointed with the modern synthetic glues, 
might perhaps become efficient in this 
sense. But timber has not the permanent 
quality that is to be expected from other 
constructional materials, nor is it easy to 
give the plywood boards the curvature 
that it is so easy to impart to concrete. 
Steel plates have similar disadvantages, 
though to a smaller extent. These defects 
are partly compensated by the high 
strength of the material, so that very small 
thicknesses may be employed, with a 
consequent saving in cost. This is a reason 
why steel plates are employed for the 
construction of fuel tanks, where total 
watertightness is essential, and where 
overall dimensions are not too large. On

CONCRETE SHELLS 


Professor Torroja’s Lecture to the Joint Committee 
on Structural Concrete 


large stress-bearing roofs, as employed in 
architectural work, have serious functional 
shortcomings, well known to everyone. 


Reinforced concrete—or prestressed con- 
crete—is easy to mould, and its surface is 
such that, if not stressed in tension, it can 
easily be made watertight by the mere 
application of paint, or even without it. 
The volume of concrete involved is always 
small, because the thickness is slight. The 
amount of reinforcement can also be 
relatively small, if the shape of the surface, 
and the boundary conditions, are well 
chosen. 

There remains, however, the problem 
of formwork. Its cost, especially in double 
curvature surfaces, may be such as to 
cancel out all the advantages of reinforced 
concrete. 


A False Conclusion 


There are many cases where this is not 
so, either because the formwork can be 
employed repeatedly or for other reasons. 
None the less, this handicap is a factor 
that cannot be overlooked. There are 
still many people who use this argument 
to say that concrete shells are always 
costly, without a stronger argument for it 
than generalising from a few particular 
cases. 

Hence it is essential to emphasise that 
this is not so in general, and, furthermore, 
modern technical developments are estab- 
lishing new practices whereby this dis- 
advantage may be overcome altogether; 
this may be accomplished by the basic 
device of doing away altogether with the 
formwork. 

Another disadvantage attributed to con- 
crete shells is that it becomes necessary, 
in the case of roofs, to add to them a 
surfacing to ensure their watertightness; 
this surfacing is costly and troublesome to 
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apply, especially in the case 
of double curvature roofs. I 
have already mentioned that 
I have learnt from experi- 
ence that full watertightness 
may be attained when the 
shell is subjected to com- 
pression in all directions. 

When this shell has to 
withstand tensile stresses, 
the danger of cracking is 
difficult to avoid, since 
water percolates through 
cracks even narrower than 
those normally accepted in 
reinforced concrete, with- 
out harming its strength. 

There exist at present, at 
least so they have assured 
me in the US, vynilic 
paints, which are suffi- 
ciently elastic or plastic to 
ensure that the paint film 
continues unbroken even 
across this type of fissure. 
I have also been told that 
surfaces exposed to weathering need only 
be recoated every five years. 

But undoubtedly, the best thing is to 
avoid fissures. A good choice of the 
structural pattern, combined with the use 
of prestressing, makes it possible, in many 
cases, to avoid such cracking of the 
material. 

Finally, it is convenient to remember that 
the great economic advantage of this 
type of structure consists in its lightness, 
due to the thinness of the shell which it is 
possible to adopt. As the main loading is 
due to the weight of the shell, thickness has 
a double importance, since on reducing the 
thickness, and hence the weight, the 
applied loading is also decreased, and a 
further reduction of the thickness can be 
achieved. Or at least a corresponding 
reduction in the reinforcement weight, and 
hence in the cost. 

The limiting factor in the thickness of a 
shell is often determined either by the 
bending moments which the shell has to 
withstand, or the danger of buckling by 
elastic or plastic instability. It may be 
stated that hardly ever is the limiting 
thickness of a shell determined by the 
stresses acting tangentially to the shell 
surface, i.e., when the shell works as a 
membrane. It is therefore important to 
give special attention to this problem. 

I should very much like to offer an 
answer to all these various objections 
which are mentioned in connection with 
shell structures; high cost of formwork, 
lack of watertightness, danger of buckling, 
and difficulty of calculating the stress 
distribution. 

But before I start doing that, I will 
briefly remind you that the classical shapes 
for shells, or those most often adopted up 
to the present, are the surfaces of revolu- 
tion, cylindrical surfaces, and a few others 
such as hyperbolic paraboloids (i.e. sur- 
faces with curvature in three dimensions), 
as well as polyhedric shapes (i.e., those 
formed by the encounter of various plane 
surfaces). But these I have just mentioned 
are by no means all the varieties that may. 
be adopted.

as vaults meeting at an angle, groined 
vaulis and so on, which have been inspired 
by classical art, there is an infinity of shapes 
which are merely awaiting the ingenuity of 
the artist or the courage of the technician, 
to become realised. 

There is no doubt that the mathematical 
analysis has been, and continues to be, 
the most important factor influencing the 
development of the potentialities of thin 
shell structures. Its complexity does not 
detract at all from the validity of its 
results, provided the hypotheses that are 
being made do correspond, or are a fair 
approximation, to the actual physical 
reality of the structural shape and the 
behaviour of the materials. For, as Laplace 
said: ‘ The laws of nature are written in 
the language of mathematics.’ 


Value of Scale Models 


But one must not forget that although a 
good mathematical analysis based on sound 
assumptions may provide a fair guarantee 
as to the safety of a structure, that is not 
the only method of guaranteeing its 
strength. There are other methods for 
checking the strength of shells. Experi- 
mental stress analysis and scale model 
technology is a very extensive technique. 
By a variety of means it also enables one to 
anticipate the behaviour of a structure, 
with the same measure of accuracy as the 
theoretical methods. 

I might even dare say that it is more 
accurate than theoretical calculation. For 
in the latter case a calculating error may 


single row of columns 


lead to a mistaken interpreta- 
tion of the strength of the 
material. Whereas, in a 
reduced scale model, if made 
with the same material, or an 
analogous one to that of the 
full scale project (such as 
reinforced mortar, suitably 
proportioned and mixed), 
such a possibility of error is 
avoided. The translation of 
the results from the reduced 
scale to the full scale project 
has no particular secrets. 

But the great advantage 
of scale model research and, 
generally, of experimental 
analysis, over theoretical or 
mathematical study, is that 
it makes it possible to adopt 
shell designs, quite inde- 
pendently of the complexity 
or originality of the struc- 
tural form. 

For the present, calculating 
analysis is only applicable to 
surfaces which can be given 
a simple mathematical ex- 
pression, such as surfaces of 
revolution (cylindrical, three 
dimensional second degree 
surfaces, shapes generated 
by a straight line moving 
parallel to itself, and a few 
more). Even in these cases 
the problems can only be

This has been a reason 
why designers have not dared 
during many years, to extend 
their designs beyond the 
range of this set of classical 
designs. But, as I have just said, at present 
this technical limitation has disappeared, 
and the artist has a wide field within which 
to express his ideas. 

In the case of models, in our laboratory 


curved canopy 
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the loading is usually applied by means of 
floaters which are suspended from the 
shell, and partly submerged in a water 
tank, whose water level may be varied. 
Thereby a uniformly applied loading may 
be achieved on the whole shell surface. 
This is important in this type of structure, 
and readings can be taken at various 
stages during the process of loading. The 
shell surface is not covered by the loading, 
and this facilitates the fitting of measuring 
instruments; inclinometers, strain gauges 
of various types, etc., which I do not think 
I need describe in detail. 

It should be remembered that, in general, 
a shell not only withstands at any given 
point, stresses along a plane tangential to 
the shell itself (tension and compression 
forces along two orthogonal directions, 
and shear), just as it happens along the 
plane of symmetry of a beam, but it can 
also suffer bending moments and shear 
forces normal to the tangent plane, together 
with the concomitant torsion moments. 


Elastic Instability 

Unfortunately, there are relatively few 
cases in which it is sufficient to consider 
the stresses acting along the tangent plane, 
in order to achieve equilibrium of the shell. 
In such cases, which correspond to a pure 
membrane, the thickness may be reduced 
so much that the limiting factor is not one 
of strength but of elastic instability. 

But the usual case is that bending stresses 
must also be considered which depend on 
the moment of inertia of the shell section. 
Hence the thickness must be substantially 
greater. Plane slabs, supported along their 
boundary, are a limiting case, in which the 
membrane stresses acting along the tangent 
plane are either nil or negligible. 

Hence it is important to reduce as far 
as possible these bending moments and 
torsional moments acting normally to the 
tangent plane, and this can only be achieved 
by suitably selecting the shape of the shell, 
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taking fully into account the boundary 
conditions. 

Frequently it is easy to calculate the 
stresses in a membrane. Conversely, the 
bending moments acting on a shell are 
laborious and even impossible to work 
out. On a reduced scale model, on the 
other hand, it is relatively easy to determine 
such moments, and the same happens as 
regards the limiting buckling loads. 

There are many cases in which by post- 
tensioning a boundary, or a given zone of 
the shell, it is possible to eliminate, or at 
least reduce, the bending to acceptable 
magnitudes. In some cases calculation 
becomes thereby simpler, in others more 
complex. 

Substantial bending of a shell, even when 
it causes slight cracking, does not neces- 
sarily produce a harmful effect on the 
watertightness, since the cracks do not 
extend through the whole thickness of the 
shell. There is always a side which remains 
in compression. The danger is more serious 
if the shell is subjected to tensile stresses, 
for example when functioning as a mem- 
brane, when the tensile stresses run 
tangentially to the shell surface and act 
throughout its whole thickness. But in 
many instances the worst situation is met 
when these tensile stresses are super- 
imposed on bending moments. 

Compensating Action 

Prestressing is highly successful in these 
cases. It not only compensates the effect of 
the tensile stresses by adding a compressive 
loading, but it can also diminish the effect 
of the bending, thus reducing the shell to a 
membrane. 

A classical example is that of a semi- 
cylinder of elliptical or circular outline, 
where by applying a boundary prestressing, 
to counteract the shear forces which would 
act along the generators if the shell were a 
complete cylinder, the shell is made to 
function as a membrane, under the loading 
of its own weight. 

I have reached the last subject which I 
want to discuss, namely, the total elimina- 
tion of formwork, whose cost can so 
greatly handicap the use of thin shells. 

The first solution that suggests itself, 
and undoubtedly the one most developed, 
is that of prefabrication. Actually I 
have no great personal experience of it as 
| have not had the opportunity of building 
any shell of this type of adequate size. 
But, however many occasions I might have 
had of designing such structures, I should 
certainly not. have been able to surpass 
the perfection achieved by Professor P. L. 
Nervi in the case of the roof of the new 
sports hall in Rome. 

This roof is a surface of revolution, of 
210 ft. in dia. Inclined columns, along its 
periphery, support and compress the ring 
on which the rhombus-shaped elements, 
which link into each other, rest. These 
rhombus shaped units are one inch thick, 
have an edge of the same thickness and are 
about one foot deep. These units are 
mounted, with the help of a central crane, 
on a tubular scaffolding. The spaces 
between two adjacent edges of rhombuses 
house small reinforcing bars, and are filled 
with concrete. The assembly thus becomes 
solidly monolithic. 

The construction is completed with the 
iddition of light reinforcement placed 





within a top layer of concrete, 
one inch thick. From the 
inner side the ribs are quite 
visible. They form spirals, 
which provide the aesthetic 
motif, and give scale to the 
diaphanous vastness of the 
hall. 

By this device formwork 
is totally avoided, though not 
the scaffolding which pro- 
visionally supports the pre- 
fabricated units. The circu- 
lar shape of the structure 
means that a central rotating 
crane is sufficient to place all 
the units. The cost of erect- 
ing the scaffolding is suffi- 
ciently small, in the opinion 
of Nervi, to be outweighed 
by the advantages of being 
able to erect the units with 
ease and accuracy. 

But, in spite of this, other 
cupular roofs have been built 
without scaffolding, taking 
advantage of the properties 
of these surfaces of revolution; they can be 
sufficiently stable at all intermediate stages 
of their construction, provided this pro- 
ceeds by horizontal increments. 

In this case, the process of construction 
is far more delicate and slow. But apart 
from that, there are two problems related 
to their stability. One is the greater risk 
of buckling of the inner, provisional, edges 
of the cupola. These are subjected to 
compression, and in many cases they 
would require circular ribs, close to these 
provisional edges. The other difficulty is 
the analysis of the strength of the un- 
completed structure, at the various stages 
of its construction. The final strength of 
the cupola will be different, if this is 
built over scaffolding, which is to be 
removed on completion of the structure, 
as Nervi does. It is consequently difficult 
in the end to avoid local stresses on the 
cupola, higher than if it has been con- 
structed on a supporting scaffolding. 

Prefabricated Units 

As far as I am aware, the construction 
of shells by means of prefabricated units 
has not been applied to other structural 
forms, such as cylinders, etc., to which it 
might also be applied, with more or less 
difficulty. Maybe the ideal method of 
employing prefabricated units has not yet 
been worked out, and perhaps it may 
require the use of new structural shapes. 
The method of attachment, the combina- 
tion of these with prestressing to exploit 
as far as possible the advantages of the 
latter, the waterproofing of the joints, etc., 
are matters that in my humble opinion will 
be greatly improved within the near future. 
For undoubtedly I think that prefabrica- 
tion, which is a new building medium, just 
as reinforced concrete and prestressed 
concrete were also new mediums not long 
ago, offers a most promising future. 

Before I close, I should like to refer to 
another shell constructional system, which 
is so far practically untried, but which 
promises great advantages, especially for 
large span roofs. I am referring to shells 
built around a suspended cable mesh. 

Roofs consisting of an enclosing material 
laid over and supported by a cable mesh

have resulted in the achievement of 
important and well-known architectural 
features. The mesh generally consists of 
a family of cables, with their convexity 
facing downwards. These are the support- 
ing cables. There is a second family of 
cables, which we shall term rigidising 
cables, which have their convexity facing 
upwards. The latter family of cables 
crosses the other one. If one group of 
cables is stretched, it causes the other 
family also to be stretched. 

Of course, there is the problem of 
determining the actual shape of resultant 
surface and the boundary’ must be so 
determined that the total set of tensile 
forces acting on it by the two families of 
cables shall produce a funicular of com- 
pression forces which shall not differ too 
much from the boundary outline, and 
thereby avoid excessive bending of this 
boundary structure. 

One of the main difficulties encountered 
is the availability of an appropriate medium 
out of which to make the slabs or units 
with which to roof over the mesh, and also 
the manner of attaching these units to each 
other and to the mesh, so that the assembly 
shall be rigid and weatherproof. 


It would therefore seem that a thin 
layer of concrete or mortar could produce 
a continuous surface, which either on its 
own account, or with a simple coat of 
paint, could provide a solution to the 
problem. 


Use of Cement-gun 

A possible answer consists in attaching 
a wire mesh to the cables, and then 
covering it with a cement-gun. It is even 
conceivable that if the cables are initially 
overstretched, and after the concrete is 
hardened they are partially relaxed, this 
will cause the concrete to be subjected to a 
slight compression along two directions, 
and would prevent cracking. The result 
would be prestressed shell. It will be 
appreciated that such a technique is not 
easy, and would require full development, 
but the idea is certainly not far-fetched. 


But, in spite of many difficulties, the 
stretched mesh is a most interesting 
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development, because, apart from the 
boundary, all its structural parts are in 
tension, and high tensile steels may be 
employed, with a very good <ost/strength 
ratio. (Ratio of permissible load to cost 
per linear foot.) 

If it were possible, suddenly, to concrete 
the whole surface covered by the mesh, 
this type of structure might prove ideal, 
since all degrees of freedom would then 
disappear, and hence the instability re- 
ferred to previously. But unfortunately 
there is no possibility of doing that. As 
the mesh has to be concreted progressively, 
part by part, the changing distributions 
of the weight force the mesh to adopt a 
changing shape, and this in turn will 
provoke cracking and failure in the part 
that has already set and hardened. 

To avoid this it will be necessary to place 
the concrete in very thin layers, over small 
zones, leaving joints between these zones. 
These joints can then be concreted when 
the whole shell has been covered by a 
layer of concrete or mortar. 

Another alternative would be to cover 
the mesh with prefabricated concrete slabs, 
which, on being jointed together, will form 
a continuous sheli. 


The Artistic Aspect 


So far I have only dwelt on the technical 
aspects of the question, and, though this 
has taken up most of my time, I do not 
wish to finish giving you the impression 
that I am ignorant of, or that I do not 
attach sufficient importance to, other 
aspects. I am referring to what we might 
call the artistic aspect, which is neither 
less complex nor less rich in possibilities. 

Although they may fall within a general 
pattern, these new shell structures— 
especially those of double curvature—offer 
greater possibilities of new curves and new 
aesthetic effects. This is a fundamental 
point, and demands a more careful study 
than in the case of linear structures (formed 
by columns, beams, arches, etc.) or of 
polyhedric structural forms. In these the 
edges which form the boundary of the 
surfaces, and also the shadow lines, are 
well defined ; and, in a manner of speaking, 
describe clearly the purpose of the designer. 

Conversely, in the case of curved sur- 
faces, the outline which determines the 
boundary of vision varies continuously ; 
these boundaries slide over the surface as 
the point of observation changes. The 
same may be said of the shadow lines, 
which, on changing in intensity, provide us 
with the sensation and knowledge of the 
surface shape and the magnitude of its 
curvature. 

Hence the observation of the scale 
model is just as essential for the artist as 
the testing of such scale models is for the 
engineer. 

In addition to all the problems related 
to harmony of volumes, proportion, 
rhythm, etc., there are problems which are 
important to the intrinsic beauty of the 
curve; a beauty which is not unrelated to 
mathematical significance and expression. 

If we attempt to integrate the artistic 
and the technical facets of the matter, I 
think we could say that if the curve has a 
mathematical expression—and I consider 
that this should always be the case—such 
that it relates the ordinates and abscisses 


of its points in a plane; then, as we all 
know, the first derivative defines the slope, 
the second may be considered to corre- 
spond to the curvature, the third to the 
variation of that curvature, the fourth to 
the variation of this variation, and so on. 
And it is precisely in the continuity of these 
latter derivatives that the beauty and 
perfection of the curve is to be sought. 
So much so that it might be said that only 
those whose vision is endowed with a 
sensibility to these higher derivatives are 
able to appreciate all the aesthetic refine- 
ments which can and should be searched 
for. This subject is most fascinating, but I 
cannot now enter more deeply into it. 

I have tried to emphasise the enormous 
possibilities of these surface structures. 
Technique is rapidly evolving towards 
cheaper constructive processes. Their 
development and improvement depends 
now only on the opportunities which 
designers may have to apply them to a 
series of specific cases, so that the experi- 
ence gained from one practical application 
may be utilised in the succeeding one. 

Unfortunately this type of collaboration 
between the general designer and the 
specialist, which continues right from the 
beginning of the design process of the 
structural form, is too infrequent. 

As a result of this is the periodic 
emergence of designs lacking in true 
technical merit, and also other designs 
which, though meeting the strict technical 
demands, lack in imaginative and artistic 
significance. 

The contemporary artist is romantically 
attracted by the technical forms, but he 
rarely seeks to penetrate into the philo- 
sophical nature of the strength require- 
ments which underlie and explain the 
technical form. And even more rarely 
does he stop to think that such a philosophy 
may provide a rich source of imaginative 
and original new shapes.

natural light is obscured, was the subject 
of a paper presented at a meeting of The 
Illuminating Engineering Society at the 
Lighting Service Bureau, 2, Savoy-hill, 
WC2. In presenting his paper MR. J. GoRDON 
Scott said that by the very nature of such 
work the lighting would have to be artificial 
and would invariably be of a temporary 
nature while the major portion of the work 
was being carried on. 

Since 1950, he said, there had been a 
steady increase every year in the number of 
accidents reported from building opera- 
tions: 12,340 (including 213 fatal accidents) 
in 1951 to 14,561 (including 184 fatal acci- 
dents) in 1955. The relevant figures for works 
of engineering construction were 2,116 (37 
fatal) and 2,012 (39 fatal). 

When work was being carried on under 
artificial light the accident rate would 
depend substantially on the quantity and 
quality of the light. Not only must lighting 
be provided, but it must also be provided 
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safely. The standards of lighting varied 
considerably with different types of opera- 
tion, and as work progressed it was quite 
probable that the installation, fittings and 
power supply would have to be modified 
from time to time to suit changing condi- 
tions. 

By virtue of Sections 107 and 108 of the 
Factories Act, 1937, the provisions of that 
Act in their application to building opera- 
tions and works of engineering construction 
had effect as if any place where such works 
were carried on was a factory, and any 
person undertaking any such operation or 
work to which the Act applies was the occu- 
pier of a factory. Other adaptations and 
modifications may be made by Regulations 
made by the Secretary of State. 

This meant, briefly, that as far as the 
administration of the Factories Acts was 
concerned, a building operation or work of 
engineering construction was a factory, and 
all relevant Regulations could be enforced, 
the most common Regulations concerned 
being the Electricity Regulations, the Wood- 
working Machinery Regulations, and the 
Locomotive Regulations. 


Two Main Categories 


Mr. Scott went on to state that lighting 
could be divided into two main categories: 
permanent (or semi-permanent), and port- 
able. The first category was usual for general 
lighting around the site and in completed 
parts of the operation, and the second, as the 
name implied, for temporary use. In either 
case, the conditions under which lights 
would be used were rough, and the greatest 
care had to be taken to provide suitable 
protection for the conductors, especially 
where a cable passed round corners or 
through steelwork. Wherever possible, it 
was considered essential that voltage should 
be reduced for all lighting purposes. There 
was a great risk with voltages at 230 volts 
A.C. and over, which disappeared when 
there was a reduction below 125 volts A.C. 
It had been found that the most suitable 
arrangement was to provide conductors in 
circular tough rubber sheathing at 110 volts. 
for the more permanent lights, and portable 
lamps on similar leads at 25 or 124 volts. 
There was always a tendency to use wiring 
in VIR for portable lights; this protection 
was very vulnerable on any site and was 
quite unsuitable. 

The lack of suitable lighting had been 
the cause, he said, of many serious acci- 
dents on building operations and works of 
engineering construction. With only a little 
thought and care during the planning stage 
of the work, most would have been elimin- 
ated. It was important that the question of 
the provision of adequate temporary light- 
ing should receive a great deal of attention 
during the initial stages of any job. Not 
only was there a legal obligation to provide 
good standards, but it was only too often 
dangernus not to. Many examples could 
be given of such accidents. 

It was well known that one of the greatest 
difficulties in accident prevention was to 
make persons employed think for them- 
selves. Whilst the foreman or agent should 
be held strictly responsible for faulty equip- 
ment being available for use, the basic fault 
often lay in the lack of training and educa- 
tion in safety matters of both the super- 
visory staff and the workers.

‘Partitions and Internal Linings’ 
FIRE PROTECTION ASSOCIATION INFORMATION SHEET 


The Fire Offices’ Committee of the 
Fire Protection Association whose offices 
ure at 15, Queen-street, EC4, have issued 
the following Technical Information 
Sheet entitled ‘Partitions and Internal 
Linings,’ which we publish with their per- 
musston, 


N early times buildings in England were 
constructed mainly of combustible 
material, chiefly timber, which is still used 
extensively in America, Canada and 
Scandinavia. Traditional construction in 
this country has, however, for many years 
now comprised brick and stone walls, 
timber floors, and roofs of slate or tiles, 
and until recently common practice was 
to finish the ceilings and interior walls by 
the application of plaster in situ in order 
to create a smooth surface or decorative 
finish. 

Plastering, however, is a wet process re- 
quiring skill and time for drying out 
before a building can be put to use and 
there is a rapidly growing tendency to-day 
to eliminate the work of plastering as far 
as possible by facing interior walls and 
ceilings and by constructing partitions 
with prefabricated building boards. 


Building boards are manufactured from 
a wide variety of materials, the principal 
sub-division being into those made from 
cellulosic materials such as wood fibre 
and those made from mineral substances 
such as gypsum or asbestos. Wood wool 
slabs fall into both categories since the 
wood wool is bonded with cement. Such 
recent developments as boards made from 
plastics, e.g., polyester resins, are not 
covered by this note. 


The fibre board may be either * soft’ or 
‘insulating’ board with a thickness of 
$.in. and upwards, or ‘ hardboard’ with 
thicknesses down to } in. Surface coat- 
ings of plaster, asbestos paper, distemper, 
or flame-retardant paint may be applied 
to the boards, while some hardboards are 
available impregnated with flame-retard- 
ant compounds. 


The mineral based boards are in 
general more dense than the fibre insulat- 
ing boards and consequently are not as 
efficient as thermal insulators. 


Fire Protection 


Construction of brick and plaster pro- 
vides a degree of fire-resistance sufficient 
for most purposes. For example, a 4} in. 
brick wall plastered both sides, commonly 
used for interior walls, has a fire-resist- 
ance of two hours. 


In many buildings, such as small dwell- 
ing houses, a fire-resistance of half an 
hour for some walls may be all that is 
required, while in other buildings, for 
example, some single-storey factories, the 
by-laws lay down no requirements for 
fire-resistance. Nevertheless, we are in 
this country accustomed to a standard of 
safety from fire provided by traditional 
construction. If building boards are to 
replace traditional construction without 
reducing the standard of safety to which 
it has accustomed us they must; (a) not 





be readily ignitible, (b) not encourage the 
spread and development of fire, (c) pro- 
vide the structure with a reasonable 
degree of fire-resistance so that a fire is 
confined to the compartment or room in 
which it originates for as long as possible. 


British Standard Tests 


The extent to which different types of 
building board satisfy these requirements 
can be largely determined by means of 
tests set out in British Standard 476, Fire 
Tests on Building Materials and Struc- 
tures. This Standard specifies three 
tests—({a) Combustibility: This test de- 
cides waether or not a material will burn 
or contribute to a fire. No degree of 
combustibility is defined. (b) Surface 
Spread of Flame: A test is aimed at com- 
paring the rate and extent of flame spread 
along the surfaces of different materials. 
The classification is as follows: Class I-— 
Surfaces of very low flame-spread, Class 
2—Surfaces of low flame-spread, Class 3 
—Surfaces of medium flame-spread, 
Class 4—Surfaces of rapid flame-spread. 
(c) Fire-Resistance: This defines the 
time for which an element of structure 
(e.g., a wall, a floor, a column) continues 
to fulfill its normal function in a fire. 
Fire-resisting walls or floors in addition 
must not within the specified time trans- 
fer flame or allow more than a specified 
temperature rise on the unexposed side. 
Fire-resistance gradings are specified in 
terms of time, e.g., half an hour, one 
hour, six hours. This test can only apply 
to elements of structure, not to materials. 


The results of the three tests should not 
be confused with one another. A material 
which satisfies a combustibility test might 
fail under the conditions of a fire-resist- 
ance test, A building board having the 
best spread of flame classification (Class 
1) will not necessarily make a significant 
contribution to the fire-resistance of a 
composite structure in which it is used. 
There are, however, elements of structure 
incorporating certain building boards 
which may be fire-resisting. The be- 
haviour of building boards alone is 
usually assessed by means of the Surface 
Spread of Flame Test, but if they are used 
in the construction of walls or floors the 
fire-resistance of the structure shouid also 
be considered. 

The results of fire-resistance tests of 
some elements of structure incorporating 
building boards are given in the FPA 
leaflet Fire-Resistance Grading in Build- 
ings.

Flame- Retardant Treatments 


As indicated in the table, combustible 
building boards may be treated to make 
them flame-retardant either by impreg- 
nating or by coating the surface of the 
board with a suitable material. Further 
details of treatments are given in Techni- 
cal Information Sheet No. 3001, Flame- 
Retardant Treatments. 

As a result of these treatments, the 
development of fire in a board is re- 
stricted up to a certain stage, but flam- 
mable gases are eventually given off in 
sufficient quantities to accelerate the 
spread of fire. 

Alternatively, the destructive distilla- 
tion of a combustible board which gives 
rise to the discharge of flammable gases 
can be retarded by a skim coat of plaster. 
The recommended minimum thickness of 
this coat is ¥ in. 


Recommendations for the Use of 
Building Boards 


Non-combustible linings, such as those 
made of asbestos, or linings of plaster- 
board or woodwool cement should be 
used as far as is practicable. It is possible 
to achieve the same thermal insulation 
values with some of these linings as with 
combustible linings. Further details of 
thermal insulation are given in Technical 
Information Sheet No. 4002, Fire 
Hazards Associated with the Thermal 
Insulation of Buildings. 

Whether the linings are combustible or 
not, they should preferably be fixed direct 
to the surface to be covered. The exist- 
ence of an air gap behind the linings pro- 
vides space in which fire can develop 
unsuspected and in which fire may be 
spread by the passage of hot gases and 
vapours. If an air-space’ behind a lining 
is unavoidable, it should be broken up by 
the use of fire-stops, particular attention 
being paid to those at all wall, floor and 
ceiling junctions. 

Direct fixing to. the surface to be 
covered is particularly desirable with 
combustible linings because in addition to 
the disadvantages already mentioned, an 
air-gap behind such a lining enables it 
to burn more readily. 

If combustible linings other than those 
mentioned in this section are unavoidable 
only those treated to give a Class 1 spread 
of flame surface should be used. If there 
is an air-space behind the lining, both sur- 
faces of the lining should be so treated. 
Where practicable, treatment by impreg- 
nation is preferable to surface coating 
alone. Combustible boards, even though 
treated, should not be used where there 
is a high life risk involved. 

The effective length of life of flame- 
retardant treatments is not known and 
recommendations concerning  re-treat- 
ment cannot therefore be given.

A QUESTION OF JOINTS IN FLOORS

N interlocking slate that is intended for 
use on roofs with a minimum pitch 
of 224 degrees is manufactured by Redland 
Tiles Ltd., Castle Gate, Castleford-road, 
Reigate, Surrey. Known as the ‘Stone- 
wold’ and claimed to be impermeable, these 
slates carry a 50-year guarantee against 
lamination and decay. In design, the * Stone- 
wold’ is a single-lap slate with all the in- 
herent advantages of this pattern in weighi- 
saving and ease and economy of laying. The 
slate is laid, ‘ broken-bond,’ with the effect 
that the appearance is similar to that of a 
roof covered with thick, stone slates. Half- 
tiles for both left- and right-hand verges are 
manufactured for this purpose. The slate 
is not nailed, as the nibs give a secure hold 
on the battens and the design is such as to 
prevent lifting. In weight it compares with 
single-lap tiling. 


A Gas-Fired Boiler 


This is manufactured by Frederick Kay 
(Engineering) Ltd., Nashleigh Works, 
Chesham, and is an addition to the Kayenco 
range. Known as the Model P 45 DL, it 
has an output of 45,000 BThU. A smaller 





model, the P 30 DL, is available, having 
an output of 30,000 BThU. The former has 
been selected by the CoID for possible in- 
clusion in the Brussels Exhibition. Out- 
standing advantages claimed include: Im- 
proved styling for greater ease of installa- 
tion and maintenance; a heat exchanger 
which, being fully water backed, permits ex- 
tremely low return connections, a guaran- 
teed efficiency of 80 per cent. and that the 
unit is supplied completely assembled. 


Fireback Canopies 


The design of the fireback canopies pro- 
duced by J. Hewitt and Son (Fenton) Ltd., 
Fenton Low, Stoke-on-Trent, has recently 
been improved. The initial small cost of a 
fireback canopy is well worthy of considera- 








tion when fitting a fireplace. They are 
claimed to give a correct throat aperture 
ensuring efficient working of the fire and to 
afford protection to the back of the sur- 
round above the fire opening, so often ex- 
posed to extreme heat, and thereby ensure 
the fireplace longer life by preventing crack- 
ing and falling away of tiles. The restricted 
aperture, whilst providing adequate up 
draught, prevents the flow of surplus hot air 
up the flue. The new design protects the

Transformer Plug

It is plugged in to a 3-pin socket, 
direct to the existing mains supply, and 
steps down current from 240 volts to 25 for 
absolutely safe use with inspection lamps, 
low voltage soldering irons and machine 
tools, etc.

Thermal Insulation at Earl's Court 


HE Therma! Insulation Exhibition 

occupies the whole of the first floor of 

the Earl’s Court exhibition hall, and is a 

section of the sixth Factory Equipment 
Exhibition. 

It closes tomorrow, April 19 (for a review 
of exhibits see The Builder, April 11), and 
covers a wide range of methods and 
materials for insulation. There is much of 
interest on show, particularly at this time 
when the thermal insulation of both fac- 
tories and domestic buildings is the subject 
of new legislation. 

Although the exhibits themselves are 
interesting, the standard of design of the 
stands is not as high as it might be. 

On the stand of UAM Group of Com- 
panies, Ltd., is shown a new fireproof insula- 
tion board known as ‘ Ubesto.”’ It is a low 
density board with a high asbestos content 
and is completely incombustible. 

The need to avoid condensation and fire 
risk when providing thermal insulation to 
buildings is stressed on the Building 
Research Station DSIR stand. The display 
explains some of the principles of thermal! 
insulation and indicates methods by which 
possible condensation troubles can be 
avoided. Models of various roof construc- 
tions illustrate the ways in which this can 
be done. There is, however, a word of 
warning—it is essential to ensure that treat- 
ment to avoid condensation does not 
increase the fire risks. In a section of 
the display specially devoted fo this 
problem, the Building Research Station 
has collaborated with the Joint Fire 
Research Organisation to present a clear 
picture of the risks involved. 

Materials that are not incombustible can 
be treated to reduce the flame spread 
potential. Some of these materials may, 
indeed, after treatment, attain the least 
hazardous rating of Class I under The British 
Standard flamespread test (BS476). 


A New Roof Board 


In addition to other already well-estab- 
lished products, a new Fibreglass Roof 
Board is being shown for the first time in 
this country on the stand of Fibreglass Ltd. 
This is a product identical to that used so 
extensively and with complete satisfaction 
under the arduous climatic variations of the 
USA and Canada. Like other Fibreglass 
products in this field, it is easy to apply by 
conventional methods and can be covered 
in the normal way with mastic asphalt or 
built-up roofing. It is permanent and has a 
high thermal efficiency. Three-quarters of 
an inch of roof board is claimed to offer the 
game thermal resistance as 1 in. thickness of 
most conventional materials. 

Other exhibits to be found of the various 
stands include asbestos cement sandwich 
constructions, gypsum plaster board, wood 
wool slabs, sprayed asbestos, hollow glass 
blocks, multiple glazing units, fibre boards, 
cork boards and many others.

organised by Shell-Mex and BP, which dis- 
plays the products of 27 firms who manu- 
facture industrial oil burning equipment, 
grouped around a central lounge.

PAKISTAN.—A Water and Power 
Development Authority for East Pakistan 
will shortly be established as a body cor- 
porate with financial powers, but subject 
to the policy control of the Provincial 
Government.

It will be in 
full charge of the electricity and irrigation 
Departments and is charged with the pre- 
paration of a master plan for the unified 
and co-ordinated development of utilisation 
of water and power resources in the area.

Pakistan refinery project prepared by their 
Technical Mission of engineers and marine 
experts.

CANADIAN BUILDING 
PROGRAMME 


Mr. Howarp C. GREEN, Canadian Minis- 
ter responsible for the operations of the 
Federal housing agency, the Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation, has an- 
nounced that the Corporation will under- 
take a new $22 million programme of hous- 
ing and school construction for use by the 
Department of National Defence at various 
locations throughout Canada. 

The programme, which includes 1,911 
housing units for married personnel of the 
Navy, Army and Air Force. nine schools 
and 21 school extensions. and all related 
ground services, will require a peak labour 
force of more than 3.000 men. It is antici- 
pated that tender calls will be completed by 
October but much of the work will be 
under way by that date. 


Row, semi-detached and detached hous- 
ing units are included in the programme with 
the largest project at Petawawa, Ontario, 
where 600 units will be constructed. The 
houses will provide two, three and four- 
bedroom accommodation. The new schools 
will range in size from four classrooms to 
a 19-room school with auditorium. School 
extensions range from one to 10 rooms. 

The distribution of the projects by 
regional areas is as follows: Atlantic 
Region, 157 housing units, four schools, 
three school extensions: Quebec Region, 347 
housing units, six school extensions; Ontario 
Region, 824 housing units, three schools, 
seven school extensions; Prairie Region, 400 
housing units, one school, one school exten- 
sion; Pacific Region 183 housing units, one 
school, three school extensions. 

Under its present Department of National 
Defence programme, Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation has 2,132 housing 
units and five schools under construction 
with 2,333 housing units, nine schools and 
21 school extensions still to go to tender. 

Under earlier programmes, CMHC ad- 
ministered contracts for the completion of 
19,200 housing units and 73 schools for the 
Department of National Defence 


CANADIAN HOUSING SPURT 


STARTS on the construction of new dwel- 
ling units rose sharply again in January to 
4,521 units from 1,931 in the corresponding 
month of the preceeding year, according to 
advance figures by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Completions were down only 
slightly at 10,172 units compared with 
10,249 a year earlier. 

Owing to the sharp rise in starts, the 
number of units in various stages of con- 
struction at the end of January climbed 12 
per cent. to 67,714 units from the year- 
earlier total of 60,504, 

Starts in January were higher in all pro- 
vinces except Prince Edward Island, and 
completions were up in all provinces except

FIRM’S LARGE CANADIAN 
CONTRACTS 


IT was announced on April 10 by John 
Laing and Son Ltd., building and civil 
engineering contractors that their Canadian 
company, John Laing and Son (Canada) 
Ltd., have obtained a $3,500,000 contract 
for the construction of foundations and 
other works for a thermal power station for 
the British Columbia Electric Company at 
the head of the Burrard Inlet, ten miles 
from Vancouver.

BUILDING IN THE USSR 
From a Correspondent 


ALTHOUGH, according to official Soviet 

reports, the house building assign- 
ment for 1957 was, as a whole, overful- 
filled, house construction fell somewhat 
short of the year’s plan in certain regions, 
although, even here, considerably more 
houses were built than in 1956. The build- 
ing of many industrial projects and build- 
ings for cultural and social purposes was, in 
a number of cases, drawn out over a long 
period, often leading to projects failing to 
be finished on schedule. The Ministry of 
Building Materials had, in 1956, the first 
year of the Sixth Five Year Plan, also 
failed to reach its target and this was 
reflected somewhat in 1957. 

Although it is claimed that building 
organisations cut production costs by one 
per cent. in 1957, compared with 1956, the 
planned target for such reduced costs was 
not achieved. 

Among the 1937 production figures for 
building materials are the following: 
Cement 28.9 million tons (representing 116 
per cent. of the 1956 output), slate, in terms 
of standard pieces, 2,154 million (119 per 
cent. of 1956), window glass 121 million sq. 
metres (108 per cent. of 1956), roofing felt 
576 million sq. ft. (107 per cent. of 1956), 
bricks, excluding production by collective 
farms, 24,000 million (112 per cent. of 
1956), prefabricated reinforced concrete 
sections and parts 13 million cu. metres 
(152 per cent. of 1956), prefabricated stan- 
dard houses and sets of parts for standard 
houses with walls from local building 
materials 7.3 million sq. metres of living 
floor space (111 per cent. of 1956).° Greater 
use was made of standard designs and in- 
dustrial methods, and, as will be seen, there 
was a considerable increase in the use of 
prefabricated ferro-concrete sections during 
the year. 

In July, 1957, the central committee of 
the CPSU and the USSR Council of 
Ministers launched a ‘Development of 
Housing Construction in the USSR’ cam- 
paign which aimed at eliminating the hous- 
ing shortage in the country within the next 
ten to 12 years. Under this plan the total 
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amount of housing to be built and made 
available for occupancy in 1957 by state 
capital investment and with the help of 
state credits was increased from 46 million 
sq. metres to 47 million sq. metres of living 
floor-space. 

It is claimed that this target was, in fact, 
exceeded, inasmuch as, during 1957, houses 
with a total floor space of over 48 million 
sq. metres, not counting houses built by 
collective farmers and rural intelligentsia, 
were tenanted. Of this, about three mil- 
lion sq. metres were built and tenanted by 
the people themselves. In addition 
770,000 houses were erected by collective 
farmers and rural intelligentsia.’ 

Capital investments in the construction of 
schools, hospitals and children’s institu- 
tions in 1957 went up by 33 per cent. 
Sixteen per cent. more schools were opened, 
40 per cent. more hospitals and poly-

clinics, 21 per cent more kindergartens and 
30 per cent. more nurseries and work was 
continued on the extension of many existing 
public utility services—water mains, sewers, 
baths. laundries, etc—and on building new 
ones. 

During 1957 a number of plants were 
started up for the production of cement, 
prefabricated ferro-concrete sections and 
other building materials, including the 
Alexeyevsk, Emanzhelinsk and Novy- 
Zdolbunov Cement Works and the Sverd- 
lovsk, Kharbarovsk and Leningrad pre- 
tabricated ferro-concrete sections factories. 
New technological lines have been put into 


operation at the Oktyabr, Pervomaisk, 
Bryansk, Novaya Amvrosievka, Niko- 
lanevsk and Chernorechenskoye Cement 


Works. Altogether, in 1957, production 
capacities for the output of 3,600,000 tons 
of cement a year were put into servic.

Prestwick Extension Plan 


A £5 MILLION SCHEME of develop- 
ment for Prestwick Airport was 
announced by the Ministry of Transport 
and Civil Aviation in Edinburgh last week. 
The plan involves extension of the main 
runway to 9,500 ft., the erection of new 
terminal buildings at the seaward end of 
the airport and a station on the main rail 
line to Glasgow to take passengers direct 
from the airport into the city in 40 minutes. 
The main Ayr-Glasgow road will either 
be diverted or taken by tunnel to allow the 
runway extension. Tunnelling is expected 
to prove so costly that the most likely deci- 
sion will be a road loop. Extension is 
planned to be completed by the early 
1960's. 


Strengthening and reconstruction of the 
main runway is meantime going ahead 


along with a seaward end extension of 
500 ft. 


Dundee High Flats 


DrysurGH House, 40-roomed Dundee 
mansion on the north side of Coupar Angus- 
road, is being demolished to make way for 
the city’s first multi-storeyed flats. The 
work is being undertaken by the firm of 
Charles Brand, of Dundee, Newtyle, who 
expect to complete it in ten weeks. The 
house and its spacious grounds were ear- 
marked as a site for multi-storeyed flats by 
Dundee Corporation Housing Committee. 
It will be developed by the Scottish Special 
Housing Association as soon as the way 
has heen cleared. The SSHA are also to 
undertake multi-storeyed development at 
Foggyley House, in the same area, as con- 
tractors to the Corporation. 


Glasgow Overspill 


_ TWENTY-FIVE local authorities have now 
signified an interest in overspill agreements 
with Glasgow Corporation under the Hous- 
ing and Town Development (Scotland) Act, 
1957. _Forfar Town Council, the latest to 
agree in principle to the building of houses 
for Glasgow tenants and a survey of sites 
for relocation of industry, estimates that 
there is space for about 400 “ overspill ’ 
houses on a site to the south of the town. 


In the case of Haddington and Grange- 
mouth rapid settlements are expected. 
Glenrothes Development Corporation, still 
negotiating with Glasgow, are drafting a 
development plan for a large area to the 
west of the housing and industrial areas 
already completed or under development. 
It is hoped that this scheme alone will pro- 
vide for a further population of about 
20,000, a substantial proportion of whom 
might come from Glasgow.
